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THE PROGRESS OF THE 
MOTOR INDUSTRY 


'T’ requires not only a knowledge of facts but an effort 


of the imagination to realise what the industry of 


motoring means to the nation. Let the mind go 

back to a period of twenty or twenty-five years ago, 
when the industry was in its early experimental stage. 
At that time, when one could hardly motor the length of 
a street without a breakdown, who could have foretold 
the vastness of the army of workers employed in the 
industry ? Motoring has called a huge new industry—or, 
rather, a world of industries—into being, at the head of 
them the men of brains who design and invent, and with 
them the practical builders and their armies of expert 
workmen. A quarter of a century ago the number of 
motor works could be numbered on the fingers; now 
they are spread over the country. 

The highways are thronged with motors of all sorts 
and kinds. ‘The initial difficulties have been overcome, 
and, instead of being noisy and smelly, the private car 
is a practically noiseless and the most luxurious form of 
carriage. In estimating the amount of new work called 
into existence due attention must be paid to the numbers 
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employed in producing the pleasant adjuncts, ornaments 
and conveniences that go to make motoring so enjoyable. 
Tyre-making has become an industry in itself, so have the 
provision and distribution of petrol, and the making of 
lamps and other accessories. All this is new work, the 
component parts of an industry that did not exist twenty 
years ago. Incidentally, it shows how adversely the im- 
portation of foreign goods must react on employment in 
this country. 

When we think of the throng of motor vehicles, the 
swift, silent carriages that have replaced the gigs, coaches 
and other horse-drawn vehicles, the temptation to be 
proud and self-satisfied is almost irresistible. Yet, those 
who have pondered the subject more deeply are inclined 
to be dissatisfied rather than pleased. They consider 
this nation too conservative, too reluctant to give up methods 
of travel inherited from their fathers, too much inclined 
to sit down and imagine they have reached perfection, 
too ready to assume the attitude of those who, in the 
nineteenth century, said that illumination had_ reached 
perfection when coal gas was used for lighting. And they 
are right. Whoever considers the vast intellectual energy 
now being applied to the industry will not fail to see that 
in the next twenty-five years a still greater advance must 
be made. It will take two forms: further improvement 
in construction, a more original conception than has yet 
been applied to “ the horseless carriage ” and an immense 
increase in the numbers of those who make use of it. The 
day is not far distant when the road will come to its own 
again and become, as it used to be, the main route for trans- 
port of all kinds. 

So numerous are the channels through which the 
motor interest refreshes and influences the rest of the 
commercial world that they can be realised only in part. 
What a mass of employment depends on it, employment 
of the skilled and the unskilled, the highest intellect, the 
worker’s muscle! ‘To enumerate the contrivances used 
for utility, comfort or power in a single well fitted out motor 
car would give but a faint idea of the collective brain 
power behind them. There must be sufficient chauffeurs 
employed to form a new class of highly skilled work- 
men. Consider how the war affected progress! It re- 
vealed a potentiality hitherto unknown. It was the hospital 
motor that purged war of one of its most cruel features ; 
for it was as late as last century that, as described in 
“The Soldier’s Dream,” after the battle, ‘‘ thousands 
had sunk on the ground overpower’d, the weary to sleep, 
and the wounded to die.” 

The extent to which the motor industry has attracted 
capital and yielded to it a remunerative interest makes us 
wonder how we could have hoped to have got through 
our present difficulties without the help of this giant 
industry. The amount of unemployment is crushing at 
the moment, but it would have been hopelessly so, save for 
the work found by the courage, ingenuity and resource 
of the leaders of the motor industry. They have affected 
nearly every other branch of commercial industry, including 
that of agriculture. The farmer has gained a better means 
of ploughing, better machinery for all the work of hzulage, 
timber cutting, grinding and preparation of food, and 
similar activities, on a greater or larger scale, according 
to the size of the holding. Perhaps the most remarkable 
of all the feats of the motor industry is that of bringing 
back transport to its original place—the road. The char-a- 
banes, lorry and heavy wagon are making a bid for traffic 
that railway companies can no longer afford to ignore. 

This is but a very rough outline of the vast moving 
force which urges on the great work performed by the 
Motor Exhibition. Among its exhibits will be found some 
things that have been tried and found useful, have been, 
in fact, passed into the trade ; others that are under trial. 
All of them must tend to stimulate and fertilise invention, 
while at the same time there is brought before the visitors 
the improvements that have been made in almost every 
part of the complicated and beautiful machine which we 
call a motor car.

COUNTRYNOTES 





HERE may be and there are very opposite opinions 

in regard to many things about Mr. Lloyd George, 

but when he talks of oratory, as he did the other 

day at the anniversary of Whitefield’s ‘Tabernacle, 
Tottenham Court Road, he is speaking as an expert among 
experts, or as an artist among artists. What he said of 
Whitefield and Wesley he applied also to our most original 
political orator, Chatham. It was to apply to politics 
a famous thought that Goethe applied to literature when he 
said : “‘ There are in the world many echoes but few voices.” 
In all the Arts there occurs every now and then one who 
sets a fashion and a thousand who follow it. You see 
that in every direction : in politics, in imaginative literature, 
in thought and in philosophy. Perhaps, the proportion 
of men who are original is larger than may appear. ‘There 
must be many mute inglorious Miltons. For one thing, 
a man may have the temperament but lack the force and 
magnitude to make it impressive, so that the number who 
think for themselves is not to be calculated or set down in 
figures ; but when a man emerges from the crowd and 
speaks as Chatham did in Parliament or Whitefield in the 
green fields, he is, for the time being at any rate, a saviour 
of society, and the men we have mentioned have an influence 
extending far beyond their own generation. As Mr. Lloyd 
George very truly said: “ Whitefield and Wesley brought 
America into the war,” because America listened to them 
as earnestly as did anyone in Great Britain, and Chatham’s 
influence, we hope, will never cease operating ; and while 
it does operate it will keep alive that sense of honour which 
is an abiding characteristic of English statesmanship. 


N interesting legal discussion is being waged over the 
meaning of the Act passed last July with the avowed 
object of annulling the numerous recent decisions of the 
Courts as to the right of a person who loses a bet and pays 
his losses by cheque to recover the amount of the cheque 
from the person who cashed it. Such a right arose under 
the Gaming Act of 1835, which provided (by Section 1) 
that all notes, bills, or other securities given in respect of 
bets should be deemed to have been given for an illegal 
consideration, and (by Section 2) that money paid on such 
notes, bills or securities was recoverable from the recipient. 
The recent Act repealed Section 2, but said nothing about 
Section 1, and provided that no action for the recovery of 
money under Section 2 shall be entertained in any Court. 
The lawyers are now arguing as to the real effect of this 
Act. Is it retrospective, so as to prevent a plaintiff suc- 
ceeding in an action entered before July 20th, the date on 
which the Act was passed? Three of His Majesty’s 
judges and an Official Referee have given conflicting 
answers to this question ; the latest, a carefully considered 
and closely argued judgment by Mr. Justice McCardie, 
being in the negative. When experts differ how can the 


poor public be sure what the law is—but it is regrettable 
that a small Act of only one operative Section should 
not have been so framed that he who runs might read 
and understand. 
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HE Capital Levy proposal that comes from Switzerland, 
as though expressly arranged for the edification of its 
supporters in this country, has had effects which are worthy 
of notice. The mere proposal of a levy, varying from 
8 to 60 per cent., on capital, private or industrial, exceeding 
£3,200, has resulted in a mild panic. Foreign funds, 
which for security had been invested in Swiss concerns, 
are being withdrawn, and, above all, the poorer class, who 
in that country are more thrifty than here, are hastily 
rescuing their savings from the banks. Not the hindmost 
among these appear to be the Socialists themselves. One 
bank has already suspended payment. It may be contended 
that the higher minimum of £5,000 suggested in this country 
would not alarm the same class of people. But it cannot 
be denied that the class most severely punished by a capital 
levy would be the smaller “ savers,” who practically alone 
possess, or believe themselves possessed of, the tangible 
capital which Labour “‘ financiers ’’ seem to think they can 
requisition. The larger financiers may well treat the proposals 
with contempt, in the knowledge that sooner or later the 
advocates of a levy would find how illusory their dreams 
really are. But none can fail to be struck by the immediate 
financial chaos that would prevail if a levy appeared even 
possible.

“7 HE astonishing events of the week-end have fulfilled 

Mussolini’s prophecy that the Fascisti wanted power 
and would get it. A bloodless revolution, involving 
distracted and conflicting counsels, a complete, if but 
momentary, dislocation of communications, the ousting of 
town prefects in North and Central Italy, and the extra- 
legal forces of the kingdom are supreme. ‘Though 
Mussolini has consented to form a Cabinet, his retention 
of the offices of Foreign and Home Affairs makes of him a 
virtual dictator, and that principle of ‘ direct action ”’ 
which he has created and thus utilised will, if he meets 
with any opposition, be the real force of his Government. 
That so far “Il Duce,” as his myrmidons call him, has 
been a benefactor to Italy there is no denying. Fascismo 
has concentrated all the parties of discontent, save the 
Bolsheviks, into itself and made of them a single, severely 
disciplined army, with the result that what might otherwise 
have been a terrible explosion in which Socialist, Communist, 
Liberal and Nationalist were all warring with each other 
has been, not avoided, but muffled. 


+EW outside the literary profession know how very 
awkwardly the General Election has been timed in 
regard to the book season. England, as has often been 
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said, can think only of one subject at a time, and for the 
moment this subject is politics. Had the election occurred 
at any time except the present, it could not have reacted 
so severely on authors and publishers. The latter find the 
public preoccupied with discussing the respective merits 
of the public man whom they would like to follow and the 
rival candidates for the constituency in which they are 
concerned. He also sees that newspapers have very little 
room for reviews or literary intelligence, and hence is 
reluctant to send books out. In consequence, the last 
fortnight in October and the first fortnight in November, 
which ought to be alive with books, is a dead period. Much 
sympathy will be felt for authors who thought that they 
would be wearing their laurels, and for the publishers who 
are losing what should be the best weeks of their working 
year ; but these are troubles for which there is no medicine. 


T is very satisfactory to know that the system introduced 
into Australia of sending boy immigrants from England 
to work as apprentices on the farms is succeeding well. 
The boys like it and are getting on so well that opposition 
is dying out. It came originally from the Trades Union 
men, and seems to have been based on the supposition 
that the more workers brought into a country the less wages 
will be paid ; but that is an entirely wrong view to take. 
Just as money makes money, so work makes work. ‘These 
boys have to be fed, clothed and, to some extent, educated. 
As they grow up they will be masters of Australian agri- 
culture, and a proportion of them, at least, will probably 
be able to make their way into the occupation of land on 
their own account. They will add to the capital of the 
country by making the land more productive, and they will 
do their best to give employment, all of which means 
increased population, increased activity and increased 
prosperity. At a dinner given by the Government to a 
number of new arrivals the Minister who was in the chair 
said: ‘‘ You lads are the type Australia wants ; you will 
be treated like sons. Good luck!” That was the way 
to speak to them; and if everybody acts in the same spirit, 
it will be found that this movement of boy apprentices 
to Australian agriculture will benefit both the old country 
and the new. 


HE possibilities, not only for London, but also for 
country and village orchestras, in the new “ Duo 
Art Pianola”? are immense. The first European concert 
in which one of these instruments played the solos was 
given by the Queen’s Hall orchestra last week, Sir Henry 
Wood conducting and also controlling the entrances of 
the solo instrument. Once in motion, however, the 
instrument is controlled only by the touch of the vanished 
hand of the recorder, in this instance Mr. Harold Bauer. 
The Duo Art Pianola, being worked by electricity, also 
takes over the tempo and “ phrasing,” which in the ordinary 
player-piano have to be attended to by the pedaller. Thus 
a perfect rendering is ensured, though the joy of personal 
responsibility and the opportunity for self-expression 
which the older instrument gives to the operator are lost. 
But a Duo Art instrument presented to a village or local 
hall where concerts are held is worthy of consideration in 
cases where people would be sufficiently educated to 
appreciate the boon. 


\WE publish to-day the second of Mr. Macquoid’s articles 

on the Della Robbias. Their interest, in view of 
the practical non-existence of any English works on the 
subject, is very considerable, quite apart from their intrinsic 
charm. Mr. Macquoid, though limiting his examples as 
far as possible to those accessible within our shores, has 
also undertaken the formidable task of assigning dates to 
the more famous examples abroad. This, owing to the 
overlapping of the three greatest members of the family, 
Luca, Andrea and Giovanni, the latter respectively nephew 
and great-nephew of the inventor, has caused considerable 
confusion, with the result that only recently have pieces 
been allotted, with the development of informed criticism, 
to their probable creators. In this article we can trace the 
gradual development of Giovanni’s work from a close 
imitation of his father’s principles, to a style of his own, 
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best to be seen in the Lavabo at S. Maria Novella. A third 
and last article will in due course follow. 


HE University Rugby match, perhaps the most popular 
of all the various battles between Oxford and Cam- 
bridge, is now less than two months ahead. The two sides, 
though still, of course, only in the making, begin to take 
shape and their merits and weaknesses to appear. At 
present both have been a little disappointing: Oxford 
seem to have brilliant backs and no forwards, Cambridge 
a promising pack led by the illustrious Wakefield, but a 
commonplace set of backs such as last year succeeded in 
throwing the match away. It is most unlucky that Pitman, 
the Oxford wing three-quarter, should have broken his 
leg at Leicester last Saturday, and there will be no possible 
chance of his playing against Cambridge. Pitman is a 
player who has been more discussed in the last year or two 
than any other. Because he came from Eton and not 
froma school playing Rugby football he has been alleged by 
some critics to be nothing but a runner, with no knowledge 
of the game. Others have gone equally far in the other 
direction.

()WNERS of orchards and gardens should not miss an 
excellent and timely article in the Journal of the 
Royal Horticultural Society for September. It deals 
with a subject on which there is great difference of opinion, 
namely, the winter pruning of apple trees. That it is 
sound may be assumed from the mere fact that it is written 
by Mr. N. H. Grubb, who is in charge of that branch 
of the Research Station at East Malling in Kent. It deals 
with apple trees under three divisions—strong-growing 
varieties, medium growers and weak growers. There are 
five strong-growing varieties—Newton Wonder, Beauty of 
Bath, Lord Derby, Norfolk Beauty and Annie Elizabeth— 
seven medium growers and four weak growers. The un- 
pruned trees are taken as the control; “ unpruned ” 
means that only diseased and broken wood is to be removed. 
The main comparison is between this unpruned tree and 
those that are tipped and long spurred. ‘The essay, which 
was originally delivered as a lecture, deals in great detail 
with the results, and the text is supported by a great number 
of dry-looking statistical tables. ‘The enthusiastic gardener 
will find these figures and comparisons anything but dry. 


“ GETTING out for the Fair,” engraved by J. Eginton 

after Wheatley’s picture, is the subject of this week’s 
coloured plate. The brothers Eginton were remarkable 
men and included among their accomplishments glass 
painting and a knowledge of the camera obscura, so that 
their engraving was apt to be set aside. ‘There is, perhaps, 
no artist who produced more charming lasses than Wheatley, 
with their gay bustles and bright quilted petticoats. 
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FTER five years of war, of financial distress and with 
attenuated packs in kennel, it is evidence of the deeply 
rooted popularity of fox-hunting that the coming season 
should give promise of sport in 1922. Including the 
staghounds and the Scotch hunts, there are 200 hunts 

on the active list, with packs which, if not all quite up to the 
pre-war strength, are sufficiently strong. ‘The only traces of the 
war troubles now are to be looked for in the reductions in the 
hunting days in the week from four to three and two, which some 
packs are advertising. 

In the opening days there will be no lack of matter for 
conversation, chaffing or otherwise, as the General Election is 
coming nearer, and although on the hunting field seriousness 
would be out of place, there will, nevertheless, be considerable 
interchange of opinion. Several of the issues at stake are of 
immense importance to hunting men. Fortunately, hunting 
the fox is a very cheerful occupation, and fresh air and good 
spirits do not form at all a bad atmosphere for talking over the 
problems of the hour. One loses nothing and gains much by 
having one’s opinions supported or attacked in good temper. 

The cub-hunting season which has just closed has shown a 
good supply of foxes. We know that the goodwill of the country 
is on the side of fox-hunting and that foxes must have been 
bred and reared all through the troublous days of the war. 
Most hunts have felt the pinch of hard times, yet the financial 
difficulties have been faced and partly overcome. Hunting 
finance has gone through a serious crisis, and in the old days the 
larger part of the cost of a hunt was often provided by those 
country gentlemen many of whom did not themselves follow the 
hounds. Sums amounting to, in some cases, nearly half the total 
amount collected for the hunt were provided by men who felt it 
a duty to support local institutions. Even now a good deal is 
done by this class of subscriber, but many houses are shut up or 
let and many estates have changed hands. It is clear that there 
must be a considerable sum required in most hunts in order to 
provide for necessary expenses. This has been achieved in some 
cases by the election of joint Masters, who share between them 
the burden which always rests on the Master of the hounds, 
though a great deal of money has to be found by the followers of 
the foxhound. We see the evidence of this in the increased 
sums demanded from those who hunt regularly. No doubt 
these calls will be felt more, because the personal expenses of 
the hunting man or woman are increasingly heavy. A sufficient 
hunting kit makes a hole in {100 in these days, and forage and 
stable expenses are high. If our hunting kit, the clothes, boots, 
hats, cost perhaps £100, yet hitherto £25 to the hunt was thought 
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liberal, while many people gave £10 or even less. But as hunting 
must be kept up, the money has been found, for a man will always 
discover ways of economising for the sake of his favourite sport. 

Fortunately, fox-hunting required no reconstruction when 
peace cleared the way for hunting ; the hunt was restored on the 
old lines without delay ; the new owners and occupiers of the land 
proved to be at least as favourable as those of old times ; for 
fox-hunting is now, as always, dependent on the goodwill of the 
farmers. First and foremost, the farmer is an Englishman and 
a sportsman. In many cases the hunting tradition has existed 
in his family for generations. If the farmer prospers, hunting 
is the sport natural to a man living and working in the open air. 
Nor, being a wise man, is he blind to the advantages of hunting 
to a countryside. Hunting brings tenants to the houses, keeps 
down the rates and helps to keep up the market for forage and 
provisions. ‘The farmer who allows his land to be ridden over 
has something to give which his neighbours value. Now, at all 
events, there is every endeavour, by damage and poultry funds, 
on the part of hunting men to avoid putting the farmer to expense ; 
nor are such entertainments as puppy shows and substantial 
support to the local agricultural show or point to point races 
forgotten. ‘The hunt circulates money and causes its distribution 
to be more Iccal than, but for fox-hunting, it would be. How 
strongly this is felt is shown by the fact that in Ireland, in spite 
of all troubles, hunting goes on, and that at the express desire 
of farmers in some countries (County Galway, for instance). It 
may not be beside the mark to point out that where there is least 
hunting there is most trouble. Hunting makes for neighbourly 
feeling in hunting districts everywhere. 

Nor do we forget that the way in which the Royal Family 
have taken up hunting is likely to increase the popularity of 
the sport. The Prince of Wales has a hunting box near Malmes- 
bury, on the borders of the Badminton and V.W.H. Hunts. 
These are countries where fox-hunting in all its phases can be 
seen at its best. The influence of the Prince of Wales and of 
Lord Lascelles (the Master of the Bramham Moor) is all on 
the side of taking the rough with the smooth in the pursuit of 
the fox. There has been no skimming of the “ Cream of 
Leicestershire ” for the Prince. He is to ride to hunt as well as 
hunt to ride. 

Hunting has been truly named the king of sports. Hunting 
gives to its followers health and mental and moral discipline. 
The medicine is pleasant, the discipline is easy. Hunting 
begins earlier in life and lasts longer than any other sport. It 
leaves pleasant memories and few regrets, except, it may be, for 
the opportunities of hunting we have neglected or missed.

This 
acted disastrously on the grazing, for the deer kept the 
hollies and some of the useless trees within bounds, and 
there is, in consequence, far less open space for grazing than 
there was. The enclosures harbour foxes, but they are not 
good scenting ground as a rule, and the open drains which 
have been made for the sake of the young trees give the 
foxes an opportunity of escape. What is easier than for a fox 


to drop into one of these open drains, run along it, and thus 
battle the pack altogether?

Then the riot 
to be met with everywhere (there are still deer in the Forest, 
so that “‘ ware haunch ”’ is a warning often raised by the hunt 
servants) and the rabbits—not, however, so numerous as they 
were before the war—make the huntsman’s task a hard one. 
Hounds need to be well schooled. Yet, in spite of drawbacks, 
foxhunting in the New Forest has its pleasures and charms. 
For, after all, the Forest is not all enclosure or woodlands ; 
full half the country is a wild moorland over which we can see 
the hounds working. The heather is rideable, and there is no 
great difficulty in finding a track over the bogs. There are 
few fences, so that horses can come out oftener than in a stiffly 
country. Quite as often there is as good scent in 
this country as in any other; when there is a scent hounds 
can drop their sterns and race away at a pace that will make 
a blood horse move himself. For the Forest hunter blood 
is the best and next to him one of the improved Forest

the old Henry Bentinck blood from Mr. Chaplin; Mr. Austin 
Mackenzie, too, who bred one of the most beautiful packs I ever 
saw in the field or in the kennel; Mr. E. A. Stanley’s hounds 
were all that money and judgment could procure and select ; 
and Mr. Wroughton bought Mr. Austin Mackenzie’s bitch pack, 
and under his care the pack lost nothing of its quality, its dis- 
tinction or its drive. Owing to the way the woods are kept, 
hounds can drive through the coverts, and from Brampton 
or from Geddington Chase, from Boughton and Dingley foxes 
are forced to leave these woods and travel far and fast over 
the grass. 

Some of the best woodland work with hounds I have ever 
seen has been when the Duke of Beaufort’s hounds drew Lower 
Woods. These are strong coverts and deep in wet weather, 
vet so well are these hounds hunted and so thoroughly are the 
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foxes rattled that they leave the covert readily, and no season 
passes without some good runs from these woods. Then there 
are Wardley Wood and Owston in the Cottesmore. Foxes do not 
hang in either of these woods when there is a scent, and the 
country round is as good as Leicestershire can show. 
people these woodlands in themselves are full of enjoyment. An

October morning in the Cottesmore woods is a delight. We know 
there are wild foxes, and know that such foxes are the backbone 
of good hunting. Without the woodlands foxhunting would not 
be what it is. Those early notes of horn and hound in the woods 
bring to us thoughts and associations of sport and are full, too, 
of the promise of the coming season. We hear the trusted notes 
of the pick of the pack, and know that the older hounds 
are still running up.

Then comes the sight of a puppy driving 
The wildest foxes are the 


stoutest in the country. 
Not all countries are so fortunate in their coverts as those 


we have written of. But in good woodlands where foxes are 
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really preserved and, above all, where the old vixens are able to 
train up their cubs without fear, for the vixen teaches the cubs how 
to hunt. If a fox is to be hunted he must himself learn to hunt. 
The woodland fox learns how to cross a country. He improves 
his condition and intelligence, and learns to give man a wide 
berth. The fox dreads mankind, he is but little afraid of hounds. 
The wild fox which has been hunted a few times and has beaten 
the pack has little fear of them. The hounds are enemies he 
can outwit by cunning and outpace by speed. The fox has this 
advantage over the hound whose food is provided, that when he 
goes out on his own account he means to eat his quarry. Hounds 
are rather half-hearted about eating a fox. Many are quite in- 
different about it, most of them are only stimulated by the excite- 
ment of the chase and by the encouragement of their followers. 
It is said that hounds must be blooded. That is true, but it 
is the act of killing which they care for. A sporting dog has 
exactly the same desire to kill. The gun-dog which has little 
game shot over him soon becomes slack ;- so it is with the pack 
that does not kill foxes. 

The wild fox is a hunter from the day he follows his 
mother. The fox in the small covert too often finds his food 
easily and becomes familiar with man and loses his wildness. 
But the advantage in woodland is not all on the side of the 
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fox. Hounds often find a better and more serving scent 
in covert because the fox brushes the undergrowth as he 
passes, and the scent is undoubtedly left by the whole body, 
and not merely, as is sometimes said, by the pads. Thus, in woods 
and on the moors you will often see a pack of hounds running 
in single file because they can all catch the scent and have no 
need to drive and carry a head to snatch it from their fellows. 
What, then, is the secret of sport in the woodlands for the 
sportsman. The idle, inattentive sportsman, to whom the chase 
is everything and the hunt is nothing; the man who likes a gallop 
but who is indifferent to the “‘ tally-ho business ”’ is out of place in 
woodland. But whatever the sportsman’s object—whether a long 
hunting run or a scurry—he must keep within hearing of the cry. 
Once lose touch with the hounds in a wood and you will probably 
lose the hunt and the gallop. When a fox in the woodland has 
been run for some time and has been forced to travel fast, then, if 
the weather is warm or the fox is growing weary, he will, in large 
coverts, be sure to turn short, and the pack, turning with him, 
you will lose touch with the hunt for some time, perhaps for the 
rest of the run. In such countries the huntsman should help, 
as in the Devon and Somerset, by a free use of the horn and 
voice, so that hounds and men know where he is and the rider 
should be as close to hounds as he can. 54a

HE tales told of the cuteness of the most cunning and 

astute of wild animals are many, but for craftiness the 

following, for which I can vouch, is hard to beat. On 

the still surface of a wide river were swimming a flock 

of mallard, the most unapproachable and shy of the duck 
family. The late evening was sufficiently light to enable one 
to see a fox on the opposite bank of the river. He had espied 
the duck, and, of course, knew the futility of a direct attack ; so, 
going up-stream, he quietly entered the water some distance 
above. One imagined he meant to cross the river and that 
nothing more would be seen of him. After a few minutes there 
was a tremendous commotion among the ducks; they rose in 
a chorus of quacks, but one of their number remained behind. 
The fox had let himself drift down the stream with only his nose 
out of the water, and one duck less was the result. 

It is a mistake to think that foxes live solely on farmers’ 
chicken and duck, with a frequent variation of diet in the direction 
of partridges and pheasants. It is far from easy to say what a 
fox will not eat; rats, mice, beetles and frogs are all on his 
menu, and he can turn a hedgehog from his spiky security like 
a man opening an oyster. Certainly, a fox will kill water rats 
and aquatic fowl—for what else does he frequent uncomfortable 
and water-logged willow beds and low-lying ground or swampy 
river banks ? Foxes will kill rats like terriers for the sport of 
the thing. 

Although fox-hunting for the last 100 years has far exceeded 
all other forms of hunting as regard popularity, there was a time 
when the stag was the almost universal object of the chase. 


Even the hare was much hunted before fox-hunting was thought 
of. Early hunting literature is very full on the subject of stag 
and hare hunting, but the fox is not mentioned. If he were 
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hunted, it was not for the sport he provided, but merely to get 
him killed by fair means or foul. The superiority of the fox for 
hunting purposes may have been first recognised when the farmer 
kept a hound, probably a big hairy harrier, to chase the fox 
away when he descended upon his poultry. The farmers, it 
may be, on occasion joined forces, and the trencher-fed pack came 
into existence. I do not think these packs drew for their foxes as 
we do now. These trencher-fed packs turned up at the rendez- 
vous at dawn or before it, the reason being that they hunted in 
summer, and the sun at a later hour would obliterate all traces of 
scent. The hounds were held round such coverts as the fox was 
known to haunt, with the idea of hitting off the drag of a tox 
returning from a night’s foraging. If the line were hit off it 
was then taken into the covert and worked up to the earth. 
If the fox was at home, he was either bolted by terriers or dug 
out. If the fox was above ground, the trencher-fed pack bustled 
him about the covert till he quitted, and then greyhounds were 
slipped and he was coursed to death. 

The boldness, speed and cunning of the fox soon became 
apparent, and he quickly ousted the stag and hare from pride 
of place and firmly established himself for all time in the affection 
of the hunting public. I remember once, with Lord Middleton’s 
Hounds, the fox being very hard pressed made for a large bonfire 
of hedge cuttings, which gave off a dense smoke which hung about 
in low clouds. The fox ran straight into this bank of smoke, 
the pack coming at once to a standstill and never hit off the line 
again. I donot suggest that the fox had the sagacity to recognise 
that the smoke would obliterate all traces of scent, as it did ; but 
that he saw in it a means of getting out of sight is most probable. 

I once saw a fox put up a wonderful fight with two hounds ; 
they had become detached from the pack and met the fox coming 
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straight for 
them in 
covert.

SOME GOOD HUNTERS

ONG years ago I was hard up—not that at any time 
was this phenomenal, but just then I was_ specially 
poverty-stricken — furthermore, I wanted a horse, and 
having regard to the above lamentable fact, I wanted 
a cheap one. A dealer in the North of England told 

me he had the right article. I had been on many fruitless 
journeys and was rather tired of the whole thing. Still faint, 
yet persevering, I once more set forth. Looking for a horse 
is rather exciting at first. We always imagine as we start that 
the paragon of a lifetime is in waiting and that it has been over- 
looked by everyone else, but in time it is borne in upon us 
that little money and good horseflesh are worlds apart in this 
commercially minded universe. Ventre a terre once again I 
fly and find waiting for me a black mare 15h. 33ins., with small, 
sharp head, full prominent eye, little ever-moving ears, and a 
rough, black, unkempt-looking coat, as if no brush had ever 
rested upon it since she was foaled. She had the best of shoulders, 
good middle, excellent quarters, well let down hocks, a short, very 
rovgh tail, and rejoiced in the absurd name of Sissie. Why Sissie 
1 don’t know. I have heard of silly names, Snowdrop, Molly, 
Pet, Bright Eyes and so on, but for real weakness commend 
me to Sissie for a thoroughbred mare. But there was worse 
to come. She of the fatuous name had fore legs like stockings 
filled with potatoes; in fact, a galaxy of bumps and splints. 
Still, there was nothing wrong with the tendons. There was also 
flat firing on both hocks, but no sign of curb. So far so good—or, 
rather, bad. Before going further or showing any sign of interest, 
it was wise to enquire the price, which was £30. Cheap enough, 
in allconscience. Could she jump? <A man with acork eye could 
see she could gallop. The dealer had a contrivance which he 
called a birdcage, a circular palisaded affair about forty feet 
across which contained a fixed pole, a brush fence, a bank, and 
a big log of wood about four feet high. Sissie was turned loose 
in it, and with the reins of a watering bridle tied on her neck 
trotted and cantered round and in sheer exuberance flipped 
over the fences, all and sundry, with that abandon which showed 
she liked it. She had just that bit of hop in her which the 
lrsh so much like and was what we call here a fine natural 
jumper. A saddle was put on her dirty, matted back. What a 
ver, what freedom of shoulder! How she dashed her 
ks under her, what scope she had, sweeping on an even 

| over ridge and furrow like oil! 
Of course, there was a ‘ crab,’’ because, despite her bumpy 

s, She was plainly hunting sound, and worth a great deal 

tore than was asked. The difficulty was that she kicked. 
¢ dealer was candid enough about it; she kicked like blazes, 
the groom, in the box, in the field, in the forge, and no power 
earth could compel her to be clipped or have her heels and 





tail pulled. Hence the dishevelled coat, the bushy tail and 
half-hogged horrid mane. I was too hard up to look at anything 
better mannered, and as she had the qualities I was looking for, 
I became Sissie’s lord and master for the nimble sum of twenty- 
eight sovereigns. In those days I had a groom who Jooked rather 
like a market gardener, but he had a wonderful way with horses 
and persuaded Sissie not to kick him to death; but he never 
could groom certain parts of her without considerable risk, 
and she could not be clipped. On being approached on the 
first occasion by the power clipper she nimbly kicked the head 
of it through a window and also got mixed up in the cable, 
waving the whole machine about like those death-dealing 
elephants we read of in native wars in India, which mow down 
the enemy with heavy chains wielded in their trunks. 

The opening day was fast approaching and, of course, I could 
not turn out on a bedraggled equine doormat. <A veterinary 
surgeon was looking at another horse I then had and I 
asked him if he could suggest any method whereby Sissie could 
be kept quiet enough to be clipped, etc. He said he could make 
her, witha small risk, in such a condition that she could be clipped, 
hogged and so on. He gave her half an ounce of chloral and 
in a few minutes we could have pulled her tail out by the roots 
or sawn off her knobbly legs. She felt nothing and stood like 
a wooden horse while being done up, as she never had been in 
her life. After upwards of an hour she showed signs of returning 
vitality, and after drinking about two gallons of water she was 
herself again. LT’or many years she went through the same 
process two or three times a season. As old age advanced 
she became more reasonable and was clipped eventually without 
being doped. At the opening meet there was no better turned 
out or better looking 13st. hunter in the whole field. The 
dealer gazed at her lost in wonder. I said it was all done by 
kindness. 

I rode her several seasons; she could jump anything I 
ever dared ride her at, was never the least bothered by the most 
awkward, cramped places, could gallop alongside anything but 
a racehorse and, I| think, fell twice only. I took her to Ireland 
and hunted two seasons in Meath and Kildare. Everyone, 
when I first went there, said that to ride English horses over 
the banks and narrows was suicidal; but she never made a 
mistake, and I saw many good hunts on her. With the Ward 
Union Staghounds I once rode, in addition to a big gallop, 
twenty-nine miles back to my stable. That day she covered 
sixty-five miles if an inch. When I left Ireland she was sold to 
the Master of the Meath and carried the huntsman; finally, 
she was put to the stud and bred many excellent foals. 

Whenever I have bought on looks alone I have regretted 
it. I remember buying a horse in the summer once and without 





any trial in the field. He was one of the most beautiful horses 
1 ever saw, a light chestnut with four white stockings. A more 
perfectly helpless creature out hunting could not be imagined ; 
he fell and blundered into everything, rooted out fences to their 
very depths; a hat brush would have removed all he left of most 
fences. But he sold well and went abroad to carry some foreign 
princelet. Good luck to him! 

Another horse I shall never forget was a brown thorough- 
bred about 16h., beautifully made, with the most perfect manners 
and very fast and resolute. He never refused, he did not know 
what it meant; he would go through a hole in a thick high 
bullfinch like a clown through a paper hoop. He won more 
than one point to point with ease, and I think would not have 
disgraced himself between the flags. He had but one fault, he 
could not go backwards; no power in this wide earth would 
make him move a step to the rear, he might have been nailed 
to the ground. He had bad stringhalt in both hind legs, which 
was not the least noticeable in his forward paces. He was 
so bad that he could not be put in a stall because he could not 
back out of it. I remember when I bought him, and everyone 
thought I was mad, the dealer, when I complained that he could 
not go backwards, said, ‘‘ You don’t want to go backwards and 
he’s a evil forward,’ and so he was. I gave £60 for bim and 
after riding him for three or four seasons I sold him, in a foolish 
moment, fearing he would eventually become paralysed in the 
back ; but he carried his new owner eight seasons, lived to nineteen 
years of age, and fell but twice in his I:fe in the hunting field. 

Many years ago I bought from the late Lord Manton one 
of the best bits of horseflesh any man ever owned. He was a 
pony i4h. 3ins., perfect in make and shape. Lord Manton 
rode quite 16st., was at least Oft. 2ins. in height, and this 
pony carried him out hunting like a bird. With my light weight 
he was just as good as any big horse. He had the most wonderful 
legs and feet. I remember Lord Manton backed him to beat a 
bicycle for fifteen miles on the road—I think the present Lord 
Allerton rode the bicycle. The pony galloped most of the distance 
and won. I sold him to Lord Harewood, who rode him as a 
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hack at Newmarket. Unfortunately he got cast in his bo:: 
and died. 

But quite the queerest article I ever owned as regards look 
was a brown horse I bought from that inimitable performe 
with hounds, Mr. John Wormald. He had a big fiddle heac 
with enormous ears, one of which he kept cocked in the mos 
spirited fashion, and the other he seemed to have no contr 
over whatever, and he let it flop about backwards and forward; 
like the property donkey at a pantomime. To add to this pect 
liarity he had a hide rather like an old horse-skin trunk, which wa 
lack-lustre and here and there worn down to the skin, particular] 
suitable for striking matches on. He was a wonderful hunte 
very fast, but never in any hurry; he put a deadly fear into on 
every time he jumped, for he just skimmed his fences. Thos 
who saw him clear one were certain he would hit the next- 
never a fraction of an inch to spare. Still, however big the fenc > 
was, he cleared it by skimming it. He was so apparently laz - 
that when in the air at a fence and ditch it seemed a certaint - 
that he must drop his legs into it, but he never did, and I don 
remember that he ever feli. I sold him to Mr. Frank Gree 
of York when the South African War broke out. 

Alas! those spacious days of twenty years ago—gone, 
am afraid, for ever. Then hunting was possible on a limite 
income. The huntsman of Henry III was allowed fourpence pe~ 
annum for boots; to-day, two years’ grant would go on a pair of 
laces. Nowadays, when princely grooms’ wages are paid anid 
fabulous corn bills owed, we turn with feelings of almost un 
Christian envy to the case of one Mr. Draper, who flourished in 
the first quarter of the eighteenth century, somewhere nea 
Beverley in Yorkshire. Mr. Draper had a pack of excellent fox 
hounds, drove his carriage and four, entertained his friends each 
hunting night, brought up and launched into the world a family 
of a dozen, and his income never exceeded {700 a year. In such 
splendid order was his sporting establishment maintained that 
it became a seminary for would-be huntsmen, and even grooms 
came from afar to serve without wages, so that they might learn 
their business where it could best be taught. Happy Mr. Draper!

day that it is difficult 
to believe that since 
then a hundred years 
have passed away.

1773, a date at which the country gentlemen were steadily 
advancing in power

country for four seasons, and during that time made a 
\ y interesting marriage, his bride being Miss Elizabeth 
s stees, the second daughter of Aubone Surtees of Dinsdale- 
co ‘Tees. This was the family out of which sprang the 
«ator of Mr. John Jorrocks. Cook did not stay long in 
tre Thurlow country because foxes were scarce and so were 
s-oscriptions, so he returned to Hampshire and succeeded 
\ r+. Thomas Butler as Master of the Hambledon Hounds, 
vuich he hunted for three seasons. By the end of that time 
he had gained considerable experience and stood in the first 
rank of huntsmen, when he took his own pack to Essex, which 
he hunted for five seasons. Lord Willoughby de Broke says 
of him: ‘‘ He enjoyed the not very common knack of combining 
personal popularity with an unflinching discharge of his duties 
in the hunting-field, being a prince of good fellows at the dinner 
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table, who could carry any quantity of claret with impunity, 
and make ‘ the corks fly as fast as the Foxes.’ He had for his 
whipper-in one Jack Cole, whose richly coloured countenance 
bore silent but eloquent testimony to the death of many a bottle 
of gin, but who was none the less of great repute in his profession. 
It would be interesting to know what these two convivial souls 
would have said or thought had they not very long ago seen a 
modern M.F.H. and his men calling for tea and buns on the 
way home from a hard day’s hunting.”’ One would have liked 
to have been in The Roothings when he steered his hounds 
to victory by day and took the chair by night at the Dunmow 
gatherings. 

There he remained till 1813, when failing resources obliged 
him to sell his hounds to Mr. Archer Houblon. Scarcity of 
means interfered also with his Staffordshire venture, and he 
finally settled at Honfleur in France, where he tried to teach the 
natives something about hunting, and amused himself by writing

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these notes. He insisted on three postulates with regard to the 
successful hunting of the fox. They were: first, that “‘ Blood 
is so necessary to a pack of foxhounds, that if you are long 
without it, you cannot expect sport’; the second, “‘ Whatever 
you do, never turn out a bagman ; it is injurious to your hounds ; 
makes them wild and unsteady; besides, nothing is more 
despicable, or held in greater contempt by real sportsmen, 
than the practice of hunting bag-foxes”; the third, “ Next 
to turning out bagmen, lifting of hounds is the most prejudicial. 
They should seldom be taken ‘ off their noses.’ ”’ 

We are not disparaging the hunting lore and natural history 
of Mr. Richard Clapham, who is also introduced by Lord 
Willoughby de Broke, when we say that he appears most at 
home on the fells.* You can scarcely read a page of his chapters 
dealing with fell hounds which does not contain something 
directly observed and original. As an example, we quote a 
short but excellent note on hounds running riot among the 
little Herdwick sheep. ‘The writer says: “‘ A disaster of this 
kind is the worst that can happen to a fell pack, for once a hound 
or hounds take a fancy to mutton on the hoof, death is the only 
cure for the offenders.” Mr. Richard Clapham says of his 
favourites: “‘ In these days when hunting expense is such a 
serious consideration in the Shires and provinces the fell Hunts 
afford an object lesson as regards the worth of ‘ hounds for 
countries,’ not only in the matter of sport, but also with respect 
to the very moderate sum expended in the kennels. When 
we consider that individual fell packs average about twenty-five 
brace of foxes per season, it is plain testimony that hounds are 
suited to their country, a country, too, which is the wildest 
and roughest of all the British Hunts. If further proof were 
needed we have but to turn up the records of individual hounds 
which every season field, hunt and kill foxes entirely ‘ on their 
own.’ A single hound to do this unaided must possess nose, 
drive, pace and stamina to a marked degree, qualities which 
are inherited in the fell type.” Mr. Clapham’s chapter on Fell 
Hunting is one of the most readable in a book that all hunters 
of the fox will find entertaining and valuable. His book is full 
of meat, and there are not many of the chapters that will 
not awaken interest and evoke discussion. He distributes his 
attention over a great many subjects, including the questions 
of scent, pace, earth-stopping, and so on; he also gives a 
critical analysis of the characteristics of a good hound. There 
are many delightful pen pictures of fell hunting, and the one 
we quote is only a small example, of which hundreds might 
be taken: ‘ Talking of early morning meets, the fell packs are 
often out at daybreak in May. Perhaps the pack is kennelled 
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over-night at some outlying farmhouse, where a fox or foxes 
have been interfering with the lambs. At peep o’ day the 
shepherd takes a walk round the sheep and catches sight of a 
shadowy figure moving off in the half light. He knows a fox 
when he sees it, and so at once breaks the stillness of the early 
morning with a shrill view halloa. Up at the farm the signa! 
is heard and the huntsman promptly throws open the door of 
the hounds’ temporary kennel. Out they surge and fly across 
the dew-laden grass in the direction of the sound, the meaning 
of which they know so well. Down go their noses, a hound 
speaks, then another, and with a crash of music they are away 
with a screaming scent, rattling along in the wake of their fox.”’ 

The very spirit of hunting is enshrined in “ Galloping 
Shoes,” ef which Mr. Will H. Ogilvie contributes the verse 
and Mr. Lionel Edwards the illustrations.* One does not 
expect to see a finer representation of a landscape in a thaw 
than the frontispiece illustrating the lines : 

Hark to the musical suck of the hoofs 
By the road where the ditches are ready to run! 

If, however, we were asked to choose the best horse picture, 
it would certainly be the polo one: 

With purple on their ponies’ flanks they close on either side, 

But you will keep in front, Babette, whose only spur is pride ! 
Mr. Ogilvie interprets the dramatis persona as well as could 
be wished. How sympathetically he places before us “ The 
Veteran”: 

There is no other in the Field so truly loved as he ; 

We better like to see him out than any younger three ; 

And yet one horseman day by day rides jealous at his rein— 

Old Time that smarts beneath the whip of fifty years’ disdain. 
Here is the beginning of a piece called ‘‘ Young England ”’ : 


Foam upon their snaffle-bars, forelocks flying free, 
Busy little Shetlands battle up the ride ; 

Cream below the crupper-straps, mud above the knee ; 
Vieing with the hunters that pass them in a stride. 


Rosy-cheeked and eager, firm as little rocks, 
Down upon their saddles, keen and full of fire, 
Ride the youth of England. One has seen the fox ! 
One has had a tumble, tripping over wire ! 
We could fill a page with extracts equally good. The 
book is instinct with the very soul of humanity as humanity 
appears in the open field.

MOTORS AND HUNTING 


HE motor has taken its place in the hunting field. 

The progress of the automobile has been exactly the 

same in the present as that of the canals and railways 

in the past in hunting opinion. First, the canals, 

we were told, would be the ruin of hunting; then the 
railways were, with better reason, regarded as an even worse 
danger than the canals. Both means of travel were accepted 
as necessary evils and then as being helpful to hunting men, 
especially to those who were dwellers in towns, so that it was 
said that the L. and N.W. Railway was the best covert hack in 
England. So it was with the motor at first. The sight of the 
automobile was detested ; the very horses kicked at it if they 
came to a meet, and most Masters requested motor drivers not 
to come within a certain distance of the fixture. Motors were 
very much in the way, if only because horses disliked them ; and 
I can recollect seeing a regular stampede of horses belonging to 
the Pytchley field when waiting in the road outside Waterloo 
gorse when an automobile went by. Then hunting men found the 
convenience of the motor; they were able, by their aid, to get 
their letters, skim the papers before starting, yet to reach the 
meet in good time. The man who hunted from London and kept 
his horses forty miles from London had a radius of sixty miles 
and could himself reach the hounds from his own house in town. 
The Masters of hounds themselves came to use motors freely, and 
even the hounds go to distant fixtures in motor vans. The Duke 
of Beaufort began hunting as a little boy perched in the hood of 
his grandfather’s phaeton, when his grandfather took to wheels 
after he was no longer able to ride as formerly. The present 
Duke now sees what hunting he can from his motor. A good 
many cars follow hounds now. The number of those doing 
so increases. In one much frequented road foxes themselves 
have accepted the situation, and I have seen an old fox wait for 
a motor car to pass along this road before he crossed it on the 
way trom one covert to another, 

Canals, railways and motors have not tended to improve 
fox-hunting. If they do not put an end to hunting, yet they 
spoil much of the pleasure and deteriorate the quality of sport. 
But we have to take things as they are. Motors at the meets 


of hounds will be seen in increasing numbers during the presen 
season, and many people will be found trying to see something o 
the sport by car. Followers, like the Duke of Beaufort, with a com 
plete knowledge of the country and an unrivalled knowledge of th 
run of the foxes will not be likely to do harm, but there are ver 
few motorists who have the Duke’s knowledge of hunting, an: 
some who have none at all and lack even the most elementar 
sporting spirit. Anxious to see something of the hunt it i 
hardly possible that they can help spoiling sport. In any cas 
the motor car when it diffuses noxious smells is likely to injur 
scent for some distance on both sides of the road, and thu 
hamper the hounds ; while if the fox runs along a road, and betwee 
him and the hounds a motor or two passes along, not Grafto 
Woodman himself could puzzle out the line. On the othe 
hand, the more the motorist tries to see sport the more he wi 
be able to understand that by getting too forward, by headin 
the fox or getting between the fox and hounds the less he wi 
see. A fact which will become plainer to the motorist of averag 
intelligence is that the more he refrains from interfering wit! 
fox and hounds the better will be his chance of seeing something 
of the hunt. The following suggestions, made in the interest 
alike of the motorist and the huntsman and his hounds, may b« 
of use: (1) The motor driver should use his best endeavour: 
to keep behind the hounds and, of course, behind the fox. Ii 
he is at any time in front of hounds, he is where he ought not tc 
be. (2) Whenever he views the fox he may be tolerably sure 
he is out of his proper place. If he does view the fox, he should 
pull up at once and, above all things, refrain from holloaing. 
If he shouts he will be likely to turn the fox back, possibly intc 
the jaws of the pack. (3) If the hounds are heard, the motoi 
should be stopped until it is clear in which direction the hounds 
are running. (4) If the hounds are on a course which wil 
evidently take them over the road, the motorist should remait 
still and silent until the line of the hounds, whether over the roac 
or alongside, is plainly indicated. (5) If the followers of the 


hunt, and especially the Master or his servants, are on the road, 
the car should draw up to the left side and stop until the hunt 
Special care should be taken in allowing the pack to 


is clear. 
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pass, and the car should not move until the pack is clear. (6) If 
the motorist wishes to follow a track or road off the main road, 
all gates should be carefully shut. (7) All owners of cars following 
hounds should pay a cap of £1 towards the damagefundof the hunt. 

So far the motorist will observe these points in his own 
interests as well as those of the hunt. Now we may turn to 
hints which may enable the motorist to see something of the 
hunt. The first thing to be done is carefully to study a large 
scale map of the hunt and note the direction of the roads and 
find out what cross roads the motor can use. Then the map 
should be studied to see what coverts he is likely to pass. If 
the hounds are heard running through a cover on both sides 
of a road, it is wise to halt lest the fox, crossing the road, 
should be turned back and, running through the cover, should 
go away on the far side and possibly not to be seen again. 
The figure of a whipper-in in the road should bring us to a halt, 
because it is clear that the fox is expected to cross the road 
in front of us. 

Every motor car should have a look-out man who has some 
knowledge of hunting, and of the country, and good eyesight. 
If the hounds are at some distance to the right or left of the road, 
so long as the hounds and huntsman are in front of him, the 
motorist may travel freely. He will see more and do less mischief 
if his driver regulates his pace so as to keep on terms with the 
pack, but not on any account to pass the pack. At the same 
time the look-out should cast his eyes ahead in case the fox 
crosses the road some way ahead. If at any time hounds check, 
the driver should pull up and remain silent. It is very doubtful 
whether holloas by irresponsible people in the hunting field do 
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more harm than good. We think they save more foxes’ lives 
than any one thing, except, perhaps, an impatient huntsman 
behind a sinking fox. If these simple rules are observed it 
would tend to improve the sport; and if not only followers of 
hounds but tourists or travellers on the road who may happen 
to come across the hounds would observe them, the benefit to 
both parties would be considerable. Then, lastly, there is the 
duty of the hunting man or woman to the motorist whom they 
meet out hunting. The first obligation is courtesy. If we meet 
a motorist who is evidently anxious not to interfere, then we 
should thank him and not regard him as if he had no busi- 
ness on a road which is as much his right as ours. Masters 
should be willing to assist the well disposed to see the sport, 
telling where to go, where to stand so as to do little damage 
and see what is to be seen. A brush or a mask handed te a 
motorist who has seen the finish of a good run would not be 
ill bestowed. 

Motorists in the hunting field are inevitable, and although 
we cannot but feel that their presence is a disadvantage to 
hunting, we should accept them as fellow-followers of the sport 
with common tastes and objects and bound by the same tie as 
that which unites all good sportsmen. What is needed is to 
place all kinds of love of sport on a common basis and to avoid 
all hostility or depreciation of people who, after all, have the love 
of sport in their hearts. If once motorists of all classes are 
affected by the common atmosphere of sportsmanlike conduct and 
etiquette, our roads will become pleasanter thoroughfares than 
they always are at present for riders and hunting men, and the 
hindrances to fox hunting will be lessened. X.

But there are many of them, 
and good fishing gets a good basket, which is not always the 
case. 

The watershed of the Tay and Ovzchy lies near its 
western end, and with great luck one may catch salmon 
from the two seas within a mile walk. I have never done 
it, but there is a friend of mine up that way who has. But | 
would not be too inquisitive as to the fly he used. There 
are other ways than that of the ten guinea rod. 





One fine day of leisure and no fishing I mean to find 
out what such folk, who look on salmon and trout as we do 
soles and herring—so much table stuff—treally think of us and 
our paraphernalia and misguided energy in the matter of ten- 
mile trudges over rough hillside! But such trudges are not 
quite so common as they were in the days when we made more 
light of them. There were many lochs and streams full of 
unsophisticated trout and brazen salmon where the distance 
from a hotel and a road kept 
the crowd off. The motor, that 
fairy godmother of the high 
road, has changed that. Not 
that motors cross Scottish 
moors, but there thev do make 
light of thirty miles round by 
Callander way to the other end 
of the loch or the upper end of 
the stream, where the tramp is 
only three miles instead of 
twelve. And it waits uncom- 
plaining, full of food and drink 
and dry socks, till we strike 
down the hillside in the dusk 
with a heavy creel under our 
elbow. The bicycle did much 
for the angler in its time, but 
the waiting motor car tucked 
into the roadmenders’ clearing 
beside the bridge has a homelike 
appearance, and it makes a short 
half-hour of the run back to the 
hotel, hot baths and dinner. 

There is another day which 
I remember, though it was not 
this year nor last, when I 
caught my very largest trout ina 
mountain stream in North Caro- 
lina with a hazel stick and an 
enormous beetle on a hook to match. I shall never catch another 
so big, but he died too easily. Perhaps the crowd of whooping 
youngsters on the bank, tow-headed and half-clad, may have 
scared him, or the beetle choked him, but he gave me much less 
fun than a Scots hill trout which he could have eaten. I ate 
him late in the day in a two-roomed wooden cottage under 
the spruce trees. He was cooked after one of Walton’s own 
recipes by a flat-chested woman of pure English stock, while 
the tow heads skirmished around the door in the dark to look 
at the English stranger. ‘They spoke Elizabethan English, 
and the woman had a spinning-wheel in use. I believe Mr. 
Cecil Sharp has since visited these mountains and found the 
fragments of the folk-song and dance which their fathers brought 
from England. 

There was also an autumn day en a salt water loch when 
the sea trout were fey, and I caught my first vellow trout in 
salt water with the mist and rain so thick upon the waves that 
the fish swam into the boat. It was a disgraceful catch and one 
fit for a smokeroom story. Our way back lay up a winding 
glen under the hills about Glencoe, and the dark caught us 
while we were still among them. The shadows among the

crags on Buchaille Etive 
took me back to my early 
creeps over John Buchan’s 


tale of the Picts among the 
Breadalbyn hills! Seated well 
back in a cushioned 
motor with an engine purring 
in front, or in the clear pages 
of Country LIFE, one knows 
well that there are now no 
hairy wild men among these 
dark places. But stumbling 
over the bog in the half-light 
with the whaups crying like 
souls makes it at least 
a debatable point ! 

But these things are over 
till the spring—or, perhaps, 
being memories, they will live 
with us anglers all the more 
keenly! So we wind up for 
another year and put our book 
in order, with the sound flies in 
the right places and the tattered 
heroes in a special place of their 
own at the back. For no real

fisherman will clear out his 
tackle at the end of aseason. He 
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knows right well that half his book will be scrapped in the bright 
days of spring, and that a new batch of feather and fur and silk 
will gladden the heart of his tackle merchant by their departure 
from his stock. But to cast out the old ones in November, 
even though the gut be visibly rotten on the shank, would be 
the work of a Philistine and no fisherman. 

Winter is on us, and with it other ways. For some there 
are days in the saddle when rushing winds and the drum of 
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galloping hoof will drive away the memories of the taut line and 
the scream of a free reel. So much the more for them. They gain, 
perhaps, as much as they lose. And for some of us there are 
still the fireside joys of memory and long evenings with our book.

A LONG THROW. 
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By Proressor C, H. REILty. 


ET us turn now to the modern house and see what practical 
equipment we may reasonably expect our architect to 
provide. Again, we will assume that the esthetic 
question is settled, that we have chosen our architect 
because the spirit of his work satisfies the needs of 

our imagination. We know his usual methods of expression, 
and they answer to something within us. So much must be 
taken for granted, though to my mind it is by far the bigger 
half of the problem. Just now, however, we are merely con- 
cerned with its mechanical side. What in these days are the 
essential things, apart from the esthetic interpretations of our 
needs and desires, we should ask our architect to provide : 

First of all, there is the required accommodation, the 
number and particular kind of bedrooms and sitting-rooms and 
any special relations between them. These vary with every 
family and individual, and no general rule can be laid down. 
There are certain things, however, which may be forgotten, 
as a maids’ sitting-room, more necessary than ever in these days 
of small kitchens. ‘This room should have a pleasant outlook. 
It is sometimes possible to arrange a portion of the garden 
for the maids’ special use, and to plan the house so that their 
sitting-room looks on it and has easy access to it. It is not only 
necessary and humane nowadays to lessen the labour and 
drudgery of housework and cooking, but to provide possibilities 
of recreation from it. The days of servants’ rooms divided 
between basement cellars and attics lit by skylights are, quite 
rightly, gone for ever. 

Other points in planning which modern difficulties of 
service bring into prominence are easy access from the kitchen 
to the dining-room and to the front and back doors, and well lit 
staircase or staircases, not only making for quick and easy 
movement about the house, but also in themselves easy to keep 
clean. An adequate supply of good bathrooms is an obvious 
point, but what the word “ adequate” really involves is not 
so clear. Our American cousins would say it meant a bath- 
room, with wash-basin and w.c. in it, to each bedroom, nothing 
less. We are perhaps hardly prepared to go as far as that at 
present, and therefore would probably be content with one 
such room to each of the two chief bedrooms, a general bath- 
room and a maids’ bathroom. Whatever number we provide, 
however, we may be sure that the less drawing and carrying of 
water there is in the house the better. If we cannot have the 
number of bathrooms suggested, we should ask for a fixed wash- 
basin with hot and cold water—‘‘ running water,” as the 
Americans call it—in each bedroom and dressing-room ;_ that 
at least, but it is only second best. The bedroom free of all 
lavatory appliances and free, too, of presses for clothes is the 
ideal thing. For them a closet should be provided; indeed, 
if we ask the architect to provide separate bathrooms for 
each bedroom, we assist him if we do so, for such small 
apartments often balance one another and aid him in his 
planning. The result is a fine free bedroom with the bed or 
beds left as the really commanding pieces of furniture. ‘These 
can then be placed, with the dignity they deserve, away from the 
windows, fireplaces, doors and all other sources of draught 
yet commanding the room. If the habit of having one’s break- 
fast in bed grows, who knows that our womenfolk may not yet 
revive the other very pleasant one of receiving their friends 
from a stately bed before they rise? Whether this happens 
in the near future or not, a bedroom should be an airy and 
spacious room less littered with belongings than any other 
room in the house, yet very usually it is the reverse. I do not 
mean, of course, that a woman’s toilet table is togo; far other- 
wise. ‘That is nearly as interesting and personal an object as the 
bed itself. Its silver and ivory or tortoiseshell apparatus adds a 
touch of delicacy and charm invaluable in its decorativeness. All I 
mean is that the coarser utensils of cleansing should be abolished, 
as well as cases for the mere storage of clothes. A bedrcom 
is neither a washing place nor a departmental store. It is a 
place for reclining in fresh air, awake or asleep. But we are 
getting a little away, I am afraid, from the strict utilities. Closets 
for clothes we have mentioned. Adequate stores and cupboards 
any housewife will say are the essence of a good house. Without 
going so far as that, it is a point the client always likes to impress 
upon the architect in order to prove his practical common- 
sense. It is one, too, the sensible architect is always very careful 
about also to prove his practicality. So I do not think in these 
days linen cupboards, store rooms, boxrooms, larders of all 
sorts, are likely to be forgotten. Additional storage space, 
too, can generally be found in the roof if proper access is 
provided. 


Let us descend to smaller but not unimportant things. 
Our baths and fixed washbasins will not be much good without 
an adequate supply of hot water. ‘The old-fashioned methods 
of relying for this on a small boiler at the back of the kitchen 
range will never do. ‘The kitchen fire may be out, or the cook 
may be using the gas or electric cooker, if gas or current exists. 
An independent boiler for hot water is the only solution. A 
gas one, if gas is laid on, is the easiest for the servants, but not 
the most economical. A small furnace which will burn up 
rubbish as well as good coal and coke is advisable. ‘This may 
be used for the central heating at the same time, though it 
is perhaps preferable to have a separate one. The two should 
be together in some place where the chauffeur or odd man can 
attend to them, without too long a conversation with the maids 
on the way. 

The kitchen should be a bright tiled room designed like 
the operating theatre at a hospital. This is not for the sake 
of the fowls and other animals treated there, but for the sake 
of that eminent surgeon the cook. It should be a place, that 
is to say, very easily cleansed, with no corners in which the 
dust can collect. It should have an impervious floor. Every- 
thing the cook needs for her work should be at hand, and nothing 
she does not need should be in the room. A kitchen is a work- 
shop, not a meal room nor a reception room for the village 
policeman. For such purposes, if allowed, there is the maids’ 
sitting-room. Being a workroom and not used for meals, it 
can have a sink in it for washing dishes. The pantry which 
divides it from the dining-room should have another sink for 
washing glass. In these two small rooms the whole of the 
labour involved in feeding the family and washing up after 
them should be concentrated, and nothing else should be done 
there, not even reading The Family Herald. Modern conditions 
of service, as well as efficiency, require an absolute division 
between work and play and proper provision for each. 

With regard to the other labour-saving devices, such as 
modern grates, hardwood floors, self-washing sinks, these may 
safely be left to the architect. , 

There is one point, however, which should be insisted 
on. All electric wires, bell wires and gas pipes should, where 
possible, be run in channels made easily accessible by unscrewing 
or unhooking the necessary woodwork. Good electric wiring 
is always run in pipes, the best in screwed barrel pipes, not 
in split tubes into which plaster may penetrate. ‘This enables 
the wires to be withdrawn and examined when a short circuit 
or other trouble occurs, without exposing the whole length 
of the pipe. Still, it is even better if the pipes both for wires 
and gas are easily accessible for the greater part of their run 
If, too, some such channels are provided, say, behind the 
skirtings in the rooms and vertically in casings running in the 
walls of the back staircase, into these same channels may be 
placed the suction pipes of a permanent vacuum cleaner. This 
latter is a great convenience. It means that by attaching a 
flexible pipe with nozzle to a screwed junction in each room 
the dust from that room can not only be collected daily, and 
not merely displaced from one position and replaced in another 
as generally happens with the ordinary cotton duster, but can 
be shot down to a receptacle in the basement or outhouse. 

These are the sort of small things which make the efficiency 
of the small American house or apartment so much greater 
than the corresponding English house or flat. Over there 
folk who can afford to keep even a Rolls-Royce or a twelve- 
cylinder Packard car often live in a servantless or semi-servantless 
condition. One or two inexperienced maids at £150 a year each, 
who require to go to the cinema every evening, may be the best 
service obtainable. Consequently, members of the household, 
both men and women, share the household duties. I have 
experienced supper parties, followed by a moonlight ride in a 
magnificent car, at which the guests all set to after a delightful 
meal to help the hostess to wash up the dishes, she herself having 
previously cooked the meal. In such conditions it is obvious 
that every labour-saving device is of utmost value, and the 
whole American house is planned and conceived with that end 
in view. Seeing that we are coming to something approximating 
to the same condition of affairs, it may be of interest to mention 
very briefly the main features of the ordinary middle class 
American house. First, the basement of the house is entirely 
given up to the central heating apparatus and the laundry, 
the kitchen being on the ground, or as they call it the first, 
floor. The furnace or furnaces—for very generally a separate 
one is provided for the hot-water supply and is, of course, 
necessary when the general heating is by hot air—are so arranged 
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as to be accessible both from inside and outside the house. 
This is to enable a fireman from outside to come in and stoke 
the furnace night and morning. Such a man may, in the town, 
look after the furnaces of some fifty houses. It is a separate 
calling, largely filled by Italians. ‘The same thing applies to 
the laundry. Women come in to help with the wash once a 
week. Since, then, the heating of the rooms, staircases and 
halls is, as far as the family is concerned, merely a matter of 
turning on or off taps or valves, it is obvious that a large section 
of domestic toil—the carrying of coal, the cleaning of grates, 
the lighting of fires—has been removed. This has had an 
interesting result on the planning of the rooms. Fireplaces 
are still provided in the main sitting-rooms, and occasionally 
a wood fire is lit in one for comfort. Even so, however, it 
generally has a fine mesh wire shutter drawn down in front of 
it to prevent sparks setting fire to the floor if no one is present. 
Living mostly in wooden houses, fear of fires and precautions 
against them have, naturally, a larger place than with us. But 
the most striking effect that central heating has had on planning 
is the way the sitting-rooms lead one from the other. As 
the temperature is the same all over the house, or practically 
so, there is not the same need for shutting off rooms from each 
other or from the hall and passages as with us. This has resulted 
in the use of rooms opening out of one another with large 
columned openings, sometimes partially screened with curtains, 
but very generally giving a wide view into another apartment. 
Architecturally this means that in quite a small house or flat 
there are vistas which we connect only with large mansions. 
What is lost in privacy is certainly gained in spaciousness and 
dignity. Where the young men and maidens propose to one 
another is not obvious, and when I once asked an architect 
designing such houses he replied, ‘‘ Why, in the auto, I guess.” 
The finesse of these internal vistas is enhanced by the almost 
universal use of hardwood floors with narrow boards. The 
long lines of these polished boards running from room to room 
and only broken by an occasional rug vastly increases the 
perspective. I am not so sure that the effect on manners of 
these always open rooms is altogether good. One must be 
prepared at any moment with a plentiful stock of verbal repartee. 
You never know when you are alone, or when you may have 
fired at you, in the friendly American fashion, some disturbingly 
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personal salutation. No doubt it helps you to become “a good 
mixer,” which, in its way, represents a worthy social ideal. As 
far as I know, however, this ideal has not yet spread to the 
bedroom floors, the rooms of which are still provided with 
doors. However, the American bedroom, as already mentioned 
in these notes, freed from all washing and dressing accessories 
and left for the simple and natural purpose of sleeping, is much 
more presentable as a reception-room for private conversation 
than its English counterpart. But this is enough of the contrast 
between the English and American house. It has only been 
introduced to suggest directions in which economies, at certain 
sacrifices, no doubt, could be made in ours. 

There remains the general structure to consider. The 
same points, however, which were made when discussing the 
upkeep of an old house apply. The materials used should all 
be genuine, and the best of their kind. In building for one’s 
own use cheapness in the materials used is the height of folly 
To build solidly and well is not to build wastefully. The 
cost, for instance, involved in hollow external walls will soon 
pay for itself, not only in health but in fuel. Avoid large 
external surfaces which require painting at intervals like stucco 
and much woodwork. Use the brick and stone and roofing 
materials of the neighbourhood, which have stood the test of time 
and have become part of the landscape. Remember that your 
house may spoil someone else’s view, however comfortable 
it may be inside, and that a strange material like red brick, say, 
in North Wales, may destroy a whole district. Most important 
of all and, indeed, including all else and making most of the 
above unnecessary, choose your architect with the same thought 
and care you would devote to choosing your parents, if that 
were possible. Balance carefully the advantages of employing 
an old man full of experience with a young man full of ideas 
and enthusiasm who will prepare you an endless array of sketch 
plans. Compare these drawings with beautiful old buildings 
of your acquaintance and make sure that your new house, besides 
its labour-saving appliances, has a reasonable ancestry. Be 
sure, too, that while it is as modern as you like in its programme, 
it is not less refined in its details and expression than the best 
old work. If you achieve this you will not only have built 
vourself a beautiful house, but have performed a national service 
as well. 


AN EX-CHANCELLOR’S ESSAYS 


ORD BIRKENHEAD has for many years past been a 
conspicuous and familiar figure in the world of society 
and politics. ‘The affection of his friends in the North 
may be judged by the tenacity with which they cling 
to the affectionate term “ F. E.,”’ by which initials he 

was most widely known till the disturbance of the Great War 
brought him titles and honours. Few have more quickly 
climbed the ladder of success. He has just passed his fiftieth 
vear, and the first of his war honours is dated 1915, when he 
was knighted. In 1918 he was created a baronet, in 1919 a 
baron, and in 1921 a viscount. During this stirring period 
in his life he has never followed any sedate course, but has 
won general admiration for his gay unconventionality and a 
certain cheerfulness which nothing could damp. The book 
he has just published—Pormts of View, in two volumes 
(Hodder and Stoughton)—is a collection of essavs and speeches 
which he made during wartime. They cover a wide field. 
The most weighty essays are those dealing with speeches con- 
nected with the legal profession, such as Courts Martial, Law 
Reform, Judges and Politics, Divorce Reform, Codification and 
Consolidation, and Should a Doctor Tell ? 

In many respects the personal essay on the Hon. Neil Primrose 
is the most touching in the book. In the second son of Lord 
Rosebery many readers will find epitomised the career of a 
fallen hero. He was brought up with all the advantages apper- 
taining to his station. Eton and Oxford gave him education, 
and, when talking of old things, he said that “ though he had 
liked Eton much he had liked Oxford more.” He passed through 
his short life at New College hunting, racing and jesting, the 
metriest of the merry, though his outlook on party politics 
and his general reading showed that his frivolity was all on 
the outside. He was particularly fond of his Rothschild cousins. 
“There were few more familiar sights at Epsom or Newmarket 
than that of Neil Primrose and James de Rothschild.” He 
left Oxford in 1904, a young man, rich, well born, fashionable 
and charming. Just before war broke out he wrote a letter 
to a daily paper denying that there was any justification for 
our entering into the war. Next day, when he heard of the 
invasion of Belgium, he changed his mind, and on the third 
he mobilised as a troop officer in his regiment, the Bucks 


Yeomanry, and was sent by Kitchener to do some. staff 
work in France. In 1915 he was brought home from 
France to become Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs, but on 
the formation of the first Coalition Government Lord Robert 
Cecil was substituted for him at the Foreign Office. He joined 
his regiment and served with great distinction, being awarded 
the Military Cross for his share of what was done in the Senussi 
Campaign. When the differences between Mr. Asquith and 
Mr. Lloyd George had ended in the substitution of the latter 
for the former, Neil Primrose was urgently requested by the 
Prime Minister to undertake the task of Patronage Secretary. 
As he had a great admiration for Mr. Lloyd George the task was 
easy, but the sound of battle was in his ears, and in May, 1917, 
he rejoined his regiment, which was then organising for the 
advance on Jerusalem. He commanded his squadron in the 
charge at El Mughar, which was singularly successful, but his 
elation was changed to sorrow by the death of his cousin, Evelyn 
Rothschild, who was wounded in the charge and Gied later. 
On November 15th his was the leading squadron in an attack 
on Abu Shushuh. In an advance on foot over some bad ground 
he was standing up, coolly giving orders to his men, when he 
was shot through the head by machine-gun fire. He was 
deeply mourned by his friends, military and political, but it 
was left to Mr. Asquith to pay the noblest tribute to him : 
Only those who knew him well, as I knew him well, can realise 
how much golden promise lies buried in the grave of Neil Primrose. 
Jack Scott, to give him the name by which he was uni- 
versally known, had a more complicated, if not finer, character. 
He is best known to the public for his adventures in the R.A.F., 
where he “commenced an Odyssey of hazard, adventure, and 
terrible accidents which can hardly have been exceeded in the 
annals of the air.” He was left a permanent cripple by an acci- 
dent to his machine before he went out to France ; but he would 
return to the Force, and two and a half months later he was 
appointed to the command of the 60th Squadron. Lord Birken- 
head says: “ He carried, indeed, to the combats of the air the 
chivalry of Athos and the Gascon audacity of d’Artagnan.” 
His end was sudden death due to pneumonia. ‘ A more con- 


stant heart never beat for those whom he loved, nor a more 
valiant one for England.” 
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One other essay of a personal kind deserves to be noticed. 
It is that in which the keen lawyer pulls to rags and tatters 
the attack made on Lord Kitchener’s memory by Lord Esher. 
Now, Lord Kitchener was a friend of Lord Birkenhead, and 
the latter has no virtue greater than that of being faithful to 
his friends. The impression one gets after reading Lord 
Birkenhead’s essay is that Lord Kitchener belonged to that kind 
of genius who is for ever lonely, and never more lonely than

when placed in the midst of those with verv different outlooks 
and with whom he has no common understanding. In some 
respects this vindication of Lord Kitchener is the best essay 
in the two volumes. Lord Birkenhead has a gift of tender- 
ness, which finds full expression in the lament that sings 
through all these sketches over the splendour which passed 
away with the lives of those young and generous hearts who 
rode joyfully into the war and into death. 





THE EMPIRE’S 


HE postage stamps of the British Empire are in process 

of transformation. Monotonous and stereotyped “ key- 

plate ’’ types are gradually being superseded by individual 

and distinctive designs more or less characteristic of 

the Colonies or dependencies whence they emanate. 
any considerations enter into the choice of a postage stamp 
lesign, chief of which are simplicity of composition and immunity 
rom fraudulent imitation. As for the latter contingency, 
eliance is chiefly placed upon the use of special inks, paper 
nd watermark; but the employment of a bold design so that 
ven a slight divergency from the original will be at once apparent 
s a factor that should not be overlooked. 

If, from the zsthetic view point, the new Colonial stamps 
still leave something to be desired, they offer, nevertheless, a 
leasing and welcome departure from the conventional and 
unimaginative products of the De La Rue ateliers during the 
past forty years or so. 

Many Colonial governments favour a combination of the 
head of the sovereign with the official seal or other device of the 
colony. The changes now in progress were inaugurated by 
the West Indian dependency of St. Kitts-Nevis two years ago. 
One of these designs, representing the seal of St. Kitts, 
perpetrates the inaccuracy of Christopher Columbus sighting 
the island through a telescope! The Nevis device shows a 
classic group at one of the medicinal springs for which the island 
is famous. Antigua, the chief island of the Leeward group, 
presents a view of the Government House at St. John’s, with 
the Phrygian Cap in the foreground. The simple and artistic 
design of the new Cayman Island’s stamp is modelled upon that 
of the first postage stamp—the Black Penny of Great Britain, 
1840. Virgin Islands support the King’s head with a device 
copied from a panel of the great seal of the colony, representing 
the constellation ‘‘ Virgo,” the sixth sign of the Zodiac, the twelve 
lamps representing the twelve symbols. 

The arms of British Honduras are incorporated in the latest 
stamps of that colony. Melita, the titular deity of the island, 
figures on the new postage stamps of Malta, illustrative of the

institution of self-government, on the one grasping the helm of 
the ship of State, and on the other embracing Britannia. 

The vignette which occupies the lower half of the new 
postage stamps of St. Helena is taken from the Colonial seal, 
and depicts an old East Indiaman about to enter the anchorage 
at Jamestown. Sprays of arum lilies and New Zealand flax 
symbolise the phormium industry introduced by the Govern 
ment in 1907. These stamps, with the addition of a dis- 
tinguishing imprint, are likewise current in the solitary island 
of Ascension. 

Tanganyika, formerly German East Africa, has adopted 
as its symbol the head of a stately giraffe, a species of big game 
that abounds in the territory. The latest postage stamps of 
the West African settlement of Gambia are characterised by an 
elephant and palm tree adapted from the crest of the old Royal 
African Company. The stamps of Samoa, under the mandate 
of New Zealand, depict a typical Samoan fale or native house, 
with the New Zealand ensign flying in the foreground. <A 
proportion of these stamps, notably those of British Honduras, 
Cayman Islands, Gambia, Samoa and Tanganyika, are produced 
by the superior line-engraved process, but the remainder are 
surface printed, after the manner of the majority of modern 
British Colonial stamp issues. Turther changes are impending 
among them a set of pictorial postage stamps for the Union 
of South Africa and complete new \ustralia and 
Newfoundland. 

The old system of ‘ Universal’’ key-plates, though more 
economical, was liable to lead to confusion and, under certain 
conditions, actual fraud upon the revenue. It is therefore 
probable that they will be discarded in due course by all save the 
least wealthy colonies. Apart from these changes of design, 
the colours of the current low value Colonial postage stamps 
are being modified by order of the Universal Postal Union, 
while a new type of watermark is in course of introduction for 
all stamps supplied through the Crown Agents for the Colonies 
Stamp collectors are kept busy adding the latest varicties to 
their albums as they appear.

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has lately become known that the Prime Minister has 
bought himself a parcel of land below Hindhead in Surrey, 
some forty miles from London. I congratulate and envy 
him, and I think that he was wise to buy those few fields. 
For he has become the owner of a piece of rough pasture, 
a couple of ponds, the sources of two diminutive streams, a 
scrap of woodland thinned by German prisoners during the 
war, and, on the edge of it, a knoll where, I am told, he has 
built his cottage, to look southwards to Hindhead and west- 
wards across Churt and northwards over the great commons 
of the lower greensand past Kettlebury to the Hog’s Back. I 
may be prejudiced, for in those fields and woods I spent some 
of the happiest hours of my life, and in those ponds of a Whitsun- 
tide, when the rhododendrons were in flower, I learned to throw 
a fly for trout. And there was seldom a guest stayed with me 
in the neighbouring farm but agreed that here was one of the 
least discovered and most enchanting corners of Surrey. 

That was not always its reputation. Only a hundred years 
ago Cobbett rode several times through this country ; and to 
him the wide heathery commons, that reach nearly to Mr. Llovd 
George’s door, were “ rascally heaths,” while he roundly 
denounced Hindhead as “ certainly the most villainous spot 
that God ever made.” And it must have been a lonely place, for 
all that the Portsmouth Road ran across it. Everyone knows 
of the poor sailor who was murdered there, and of the gibbet 
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where his murderers were hanged ; and some will remember 
that George Meredith chose the upward curve of the road round 
the Punch Bowl edge as the scene of that mysterious attack 
upon Kirby, the Old Buccaneer, as he was eloping with the 
Countess Fanny. I have heard from the lips of countrymen 
still living tales that are plainly the echoes of lawless and desolate 
days ; one strange story, in particular, of two ladies who drove 
down from London to Hyde Farm, a few fields away from 
Mr. Lloyd George’s land, and there tried to conceal their tracks 
by burning their carriage and killing their horses and burying 
them under a bay tree that still grows by the gate. But they 
were discovered and captured, and, it was said, taken back the 
forty miles to London and hanged. Years ago, too, tragedy 
visited the house of an astronomer close to the middle of the 
Devil’s Jumps, in the side of which you may still see the marks 
of a tunnel that he excavated for his observation of the heavens. 
It is said that he and two others with him were found dead in 
the house one morning and, since no one would live there 
afterwards, the house was razed to the ground. But its site 
is still plainly to be traced amid the grass and heather. 

And yet for centuries the narrow belt of arable land that 
runs past the southern edge of the new house must have 
been tilled and comfortably inhabited. Thursley, a village 
that lies a mile or so to the eastward along an old road known 
a; the Ridge Way, is said to owe its name to a corruption of 
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the antique form of ‘“'Thor’s Lea,” and is 
probably, therefore, the site of a very ancient 
settlement. Hyde Farm itself contains some 
beautiful Jacobean oak timbering, and the local 
elders remember a beautifully carved oak stair- 
case—since, alas! removed—that used to lead 
up from its front door. It was the birthplace 
in the latter half of the eighteenth century of 
the three brothers Walker, the famous Surrey 
cricketers. Thomas, the most famous of these, 
once played 107 balls from David Harris and 
scored only one run off them. Nyren’s vivid 
portrait of this dead neighbour of Mr. Lloyd 
George is worth recalling. ‘‘ Never sure,” he 
says, ‘‘ was there such an unadulterated rustic. 
His figure was hard, with an ungainly scrag of 
mutton frame, wilted applejohn face (he always 
looked twenty years older than he really was), 
long spider legs, as thick at the ancles as at the 
hips, and perfectly straight all the way down. 
A dry and rigid limbed chap, his skin was like 
the rind of an old oak and as sapless. . . . 
He was also a very slow runner, and toiled like 
a tar on horseback, every member flying to the 
four winds.” But he was also “a foxheaded 
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and crafty player,” who began round-arm bowling, 
that was forbidden by a council of the Hambledon 
Club. Harry Walker, his brother, on the con- 
trary, played a bright game to see, left-handed 
and distinguished by fine cuts to the off. It is 
recorded of them, after they had left Hyde, that 
they would practise in wet weather and in winter 
in a barn ; and it is at least likely that they started 
this custom in the great barn that yet stands, 
hidden by a roof, modern, but borne still on its 
ancient timbering, in the farmyard of their old 
home. Cobbett, too, for all that he thought ill 
of Hindhead and its commons, at least visited 
Thursley more than once. Perhaps it was the 
American fireplace which he praises so keenly, 
made by Mr. Judson of Kensington and set up 
by the landlord in the Thursley Inn, that drew 
him back. Or, perhaps, it was love for the country- 
side where he had spent his boyhood. For it 
was only a few miles away that, as he was riding 
along with his eleven-year-old son, he “‘ stopped 
opposite the door of a little old house where 
there appeared to be a great parcel of children,” 
and ‘‘ There, Dick,” said he, ‘‘ when I was 
just a little creature as that whom you see in 
the doorway, I lived in this very house with 
my grandmother Cobbett.” 
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Such is the country in which Mr. Lloyd George has built 
himself a home. It is a small house, I hear, little more than 
a cottage, and for this decision also he is much to be com- 
mended. A big house here would have robbed a charming 
corner of most of its charm, and most certainly have prevented 
its owner from becoming intimate with the woods and the 
fields about him. As it is, he will certainly not disturb and, 
let us hope, will discover and actively enjoy ‘a wide variety of 
delightful resources. He will find that the trout in his ponds 
take a March Brown better, at least, than any other fly that my 
book contained; though a parson, who was also a cunning 
fisherman, used to tell me stories of the fish he had caught 
there on a poacher. He will discover an excellent bed of water- 
cress by the rising of his more easterly stream, and in the lane 
which runs up close to his woodland the finest primroses for 
miles around. He may light in his wanderings upon a tuft of 
white heather that used to grow near by upon the common. 
In the heat of summer he can count upon finding lizards basking 
below the Stone Jump ; in springtime he may even find a pair 
of Dartford warblers nesting in the gorse not half a mile away. 
Without even judicious trespassing he may gather, in some

and how different this new home of Mr. Lloyd George, the 
man, is from Chequers, his residence as Prime Minister. More- 
over, though Mr. Tilden is the architect, Mr. Lloyd George 
has, amid his multifarious activities, yet found a moment now 
and then in which to sketch out his requirements and to criticise 
the plans. And, as one understands that he is very happy 
when he is there, it may be presumed that the house represents 
exactly what he wants. 

It stands on the top of a hill with views almost as complete 
as those enjoyed from Gallows Hill, not so many miles away. 
Consequently it is exposed to every wind that blows, and, since 
they are frequently boisterous up there, is unscreened by any 
neighbouring trees. Just to the west, however, where the 
ground falls, is a profusion of oak trees, and the ponds already 
mentioned are set in the quietest and most fairy-haunted wood 
imaginable. But there are no dreams about the house. It 
is all brisk and fresh and bright—yet comfortable. 

Nor has economy stopped short with the walls. ‘The service 
arrangements are unusually well planned, the pantry being in 
reality a passage between the kitchen and hall, communicating 
direct with the dining-room. 
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autumns, a fine stock of crab-apples from a neighbouring hedge ; 
and I doubt if anyone would stop him if he were caught poaching 
for crayfish, no bigger than prawns, a little further down the 
stream. 

There is an old keeper still living in a cottage on the Jumps, 
rich in the knowledge of birds and of all country arts, a wonderful 
grower of apples and something of a poet. I advise Mr. Lloyd 
George to seek counsel from him. And if ever in this South 
Country house Mr. Lloyd George should think regretfully 
of the country of his home, he has but to walk up the Punch 
Bowl ; for I have it on the authority of an old history of Surrey, 
printed over a hundred years ago, that ‘‘ this has much the 
appearance of Welch scenery.” Ss. T. 


The foregoing, written by one who knows and _ loves 
Hindhead, is an admirable description of the surroundings 
of Mr. Lloyd George’s little house which Mr. Philip Tilden 
has just built for him. The illustrations will show how com- 
pletely in harmony the building is with its simple surroundings 
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The forecourt in which the visitor finds himself when 
arrived at the house is seen in Fig. 3. To the right is the garage, 
to the left another wing containing the principal living-room, 
and before him the porch. The porch, together with the fine 
bold chimneys, is of smaller, more rubicund bricks than the 
rest of the house, they being of pinky or browny colours, varied 
in places by stretches of red, the effect with regard to the porch 
being very happy. 

Within the door is a passage-like hall, and, as soon as you 
enter, the personality of Mr. Lloyd George, as though he were 
standing there to welcome you, is felt, for an old seventeenth 
century map of Carnarvonshire hangs on the wall immediately 
opposite the door. As you hang up your coat in the closet 
provided you get another reminder, this time of your host’s 
occasional relaxation, for a waterproof rod-case hangs on one 
of the hooks, marked D. L. G. The rod itself, in sections, 
stands in a rack with the walking-sticks. 

A cheerful apartment to the left communicates with the 
study, which occupies the whole of the southern wing. 
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Books and old oak panel- 
ling clothe the walls, and 
a plaster frieze with a vine 
pattern on it is cornice 
both for bookshelves and 
room at once. 

On the other side of 
the hall is the dining-room 
—which fulfils its function 
in making you feel hungry 
—and from the hall the 
staircase ascends. This is 
one of the more charming 
bits of the house, for the 
treads are of solid oak, 
giving a very pleasant sen- 
sation of solidity and of 
real progress up or down. 
The central loggia is set 
against the outside stair 
wall and is attained from 
the dining-room on one 
side and the ante-room on 
the other. 

Ascending the stairs, 
we come at once to Mr. 
Lloyd George’s bedroom. 
The double chimneypiece 
is a pleasant fancy and well 
executed in brick and plain 
plaster. A bathroom opens 
out of the bedroom, and 
from the door by which we 
entered a passage runs the 
length of the house, com- 
municating with the other 
bedrooms, three of them 
of minute proportions yet 
ingeniously contrived, and 
furnished so that everything 
necessary for a week-end 
visit can be comfortably 
accommodated. 

Having examined the 
interior, the garden front 
should be looked at. Here 
the double loggia is much 
in evidence—an adjunct 
that was really insisted on 
by Mr. Lloyd George. The 
upper one opens, on the 
right, into his bedroom 
and also on to the stairs, 
while the lower one is 
attained from the hall, 
dining-room and ante- 
room. At either corner of 
this front, too, are other 
loggias raised on brick steps 
from the curving surface 
of the ground. This curve 
is very artful—Nature as- 
sisted by Mr. Tilden—for 
when viewed as a whole, 
the curved ground-line of 
the elevation, which at 
either end is propped up 
by a_ heavily rusticated 
brick column and oaken 
beam, explains the ap- 
parent lightness of the 
centre, where the loggias 
seem to take weight off 
the swelling curve of the 
lawn. 

Nothing, we are sure, 
will be so pleasant as to 
sit on these loggias after 
dinner in May and June, 
with the cool south-westerly 
breezes rustling the oak 
trees and pines about the 
lake below and bringing a 
whiff of ling and gorse 
bloom through the 
darkness. C. Hussey. 
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SCIENTIFIC AGRICULTURE AT OFFCHURCH 


OT since the beginning of the war has a more remark- 

able figure been discovered than that of the late Lord 

Manton; none in this age of publicity more success- 

fully escaped the pen of the paragrapher. He was 

a very strong man, of penetrating insight and of the 
soundest judgment of men and things. No one outside the 
fighting ranks more thoroughly deserved the title conferred 
upon him in the first month of this year; unfortunately, he 
did not live to enjoy it more than a few months. It is tragic, 
indeed, that a man in the prime of life, full of brilliant ideas 
and far-reaching ambitions, should have been unhappily cut 
off in the middle of his career. His death was a severe blow 
to the country, for which he was working in his own effective 
and unostentatious way. Any suspicion that he was working 
for ends of his own may safely be put aside. Those who knew 
him best testify with one voice to the loyalty of his friendship, 
his faithfulness to early associates and his liberality to workmen 
and servants. He owed these qualities in large measure to 
his Yorkshire blood. His father, George Watson, who built 
up the great business at Leeds, possessed the same sturdy 
characteristics. 

It is not, however, our object here to sketch the biography 
of this great Yorkshire citizen, but to describe only one of his 
activities—that directed to agriculture. He was one of those 
who followed the precept: ‘‘ Let not thy left hand know what 
thy right hand doeth.”” He began his farming career by making 
great purchases of land in many different parts of the country. 
That was in the days when, as Joseph Watson, he was Chairman 
of the Olympia Agricultural Company, Limited ; practically, 
he was himself Olympia, Limited, and sat at the table of directors 
as Joseph Watson. It was not land hunger that induced him 
to add to his estate in Yorkshire some 7,000 acres near Marl- 
borough in Wiltshire, nearly 3,000 at Offchurch, near Leamington 
in Warwickshire, and other estates in Northamptonshire and 
Suffolk. It will be noticed that Lord Manton had succeeded in 
obtaining land scattered over all England and presenting, so to 
speak, an epitome of its soil. He had in his mind a great scheme 
which, had he lived to carry it out, would have enormously 
advanced the science of husbandry. This was, to have on his estate 
a scientific organisation like that at Rothamsted in some respects, 
unlike it in others. The chief point of difference was that 
Rothamsted is a national institution; that at Offchurch was 
meant to be an integral part of a great estate. This did not 
preclude its services being of value to other parts of the country, 
and, indeed, the plan included the publication of the results 
obtained by research in a way that would make them available 
to farmers the world over. Again, the estates from the aspect 
of geographical distribution offered such a variety of soil, 
climate and so on, as to make them an England in miniature. 
There is very little land in the country which has not its typical 
counterpart in these estates. Lord Manton’s ambition was to 
make the Olympia possessions the most efficiently managed 
and conducted in the country. There was no sparing of money 
when it came to be a matter of providing each with stock, 
outbuildings and all the necessaries of good farming. Still less 
was there any hesitation in his resolute mind about making the 
laboratory at Offchurch equal to the work demanded of it. 
It was laid down as a principle that investigation should in 
the first place be directed to three essentials. First, there 
was animal nutrition, under the control of Dr. Charles Crowther, 
Director of the Research Station and an outstanding authority 
on animal nutrition. The second department was that of plant 
breeding, in charge of Captain H. Hunter, a very distinguished 
exponent of this science. Breeds of wheat, for example, 
can be produced to suit a locality, as is quite evident from what 
has been done at Cambridge University, where Professor Biffen 
has produced a wheat for the high, wet altitudes of the Duchy 
of Cornwall and another for the sandy heaths of Suffolk. Plant 
breeding as a practical science for the grower mostly consists 
in producing a plant that will do better than any other plant 
in a definite environment. The third branch of investigation 
was that into the qualities of soil. Captain Gimingham was 
in charge of it. 

In addition to these high officers, the station had its 
analysts and assistants. Instead of building a new station, 
the house of Offchurch Bury was adapted for the purpose. 
Utility first was the motto, and though it is impossible not 
to feel some regret at the beautiful rooms of the Tudor house, 
with its very fine Tudor exterior, being used for the purpose, 
it was better that this should be done than that the old house 
should be allowed to decay. In these days it is very difficult to 
find tenants for such large mansions. If the beautiful rooms 
in the house could speak, they would probably express their 
astonishment at having the old furniture removed and its place 





taken by laboratories used for chemical analysis, soil research, 
seed testing and plant breeding work. ‘The research station 
was well equipped both outside and inside. We very much 
admired the wired enclosure for plant breeding. This enclosure 
is 120ft. long by 6oft. wide and 7ft. high, while an area of about 
23 acres is available as a research garden. It is very essential in 
that kind of work to keep the birds out, and as the wires cover 
a considerable amount of space, there is always a danger that 
snow will collect on the roof and cause it to collapse. Hitherto 
the only precaution against this of which we know has been 
to put rows of posts, many of them the stems of the young trees, 
under the wire to hold it up. The inconvenience of this is very 
apparent. In the first place, those poles formed an obstruction 
to the ploughing, harrowing and garnering of the crops, and 
Dr. Crowther is of opinion that they interfere with the accuracy 
of the work. To compare one plant with another each must 
have exactly the same amount of shadow and sunshine. With 
these the posts interfere, and probably they also interfere by 
carrying more water to one spot than to another. The difficulty 
was got over by erecting strong iron supports, from which the 
roof of wire netting hangs somewhat in the manner of a chain 
bridge. 

Many of the experiments are conducted on unenclosed 
ground. An experiment with artificial manures was just 
approaching conclusion at the time of our visit. It is very 
successful and instructive, the land being a fair sample of the 
average soil of the estate. Beside a control row, grown without 
manure, are generally groups of three, but in a few instances 
two only, equally long rows treated with a manure, so that when 
the swedes and mangolds are taken up they can be weighed 
and the advantage of using the manure definitely decided. 
Even an inexperienced eye, however, could see the very great 
difference between the roots. Perhaps the most notable feature 
in the experiment is that the ground is evidently naturally 
supplied with phosphates, because phosphatic manures, which 
on another kind of soil would make the yield ever so much 
heavier, seem to have little effect in comparison with the change 
produced by the application of nitrogenous or potassic manures. 
“He who runs may read ”’ is the moral, and it is interesting 
to know that practically the same result had been arrived at 
by soil analysis, the report on which says that “‘ the percentage 
of ‘ available’ phosphoric acid (7.e., soluble in 1 per cent. citric 
acid) bears a fairly high proportion to the ‘ total’ phosphoric 
acid, and in some cases the ‘ available’ figure is noticeably 
high.” That is a lesson in giving the ground what it lacks. 
It was stated in the same report that the percentage of “‘ avail- 
able” potash is usually distinctly low, and suggested need for 
potash manure. ‘That was deduced from analysis, and it is 
visible to the naked eye that the application of potash has had 
a wonderful effect on the crop. 

The chief experiments with regard to the nutrition of 
animals at the time of our visit were those connected with the 
fattening of pigs ; also, the practical work of preparing animals 
for the carcass classes in the Birmingham Show which was in full 
swing. The pig which hitherto has found favour at Offchurch 
is the Gloucester Spot, and very large numbers of them could 
be seen grazing in the meadows. A very small fraction of the 
herd more than suffices for the research work being done. 
One of the most interesting experiments is that in which a 
comparison is made between the progress of pigs kept in an 
open yard and meal fed, with those folded in the open on a 
rape catch crop. The latter are doing better than the former, 
chiefly, perhaps, because the open air engenders a more robust 
appetite. Much interesting material has been garnered by 
observing the habits of the pigs when left at liberty in the open 
air. The breadth of rape was rather fouled with weeds when 
they entered, and, indeed, it has been almost impossible to 
keep weeds down anywhere during the recurring rains, which 
have encouraged their growth. The pig evidently loves the 
wildings better than the cultivated crop, which was practically 
left standing while every weed in the neighbourhood was eaten. 
The pig seems to have a natural liking for that greatest enemy 
of good farming—couch grass—and especially for the roots. 
There was not a weed to be seen in the drills. Again, the pig, 
allowed liberty of choice, shows a very great preference for those 
familiar weeds that grow in hedgerows. ‘The space in which 
they ran was bounded by a hawthorn hedge with an abundance 
of the common hedgerow weeds growing at the root. ‘These 


the pigs either devoured or killed; some of them they had 
evidently no taste for, but these got rooted up with what the 
pig esteems the choice morsels, and, of course, as they had been 
turned over and over during the daily search for food, they 
were dead, and the hedge was cleaner than the most industrious 
roadmender could have made it. 


This delving in the open 
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air seems to suit the pig’s constitution, for those living outside 
were far more skittish and, generally speaking, more full of 
life than those in the open yard.

SOME REFLECTIONS afters WORPLESDON 


By BERNARD DARWIN. 


VERYBODY who was at Worplesdon last week and 
watched the Mixed Foursome Tournament must have 
been struck by the extremely high standard of the play. 
It was quite a common thing to hear of this or that 
couple having gone out in 36 or being “ only two over 
fours’? when they won the match at the sixteenth hole. 
Nor was this merely the result of “‘ approximation,’’ which in 
golfing circles is another word for more or less deliberate lying 
by persons otherwise incapable of deception. These scores were, 
as nearly as may be, really true. It seemed to me, and also to 


other observers, that the level of play was at least as high as 
that seen in the London Amateur foursomes, wherein the players 
are exclusively male. 

When, therefore, one says that the golf was wonderfully good, 
I have watched a good 


one means particularly the ladies’ golf. 


deal of golf as played by the best lady players, and my con- 
sidered verdict, for what it may be worth, is that against each 
other they play well, against good men (as exemplified in the 
annual débdcle at Stoke Poges) they play poorly, and in four- 
somes, with male partners, they play (I can express it in no 
other way) d d well. Anybody who really wants to know 
how well ladies can play golf must go to Worplesdon. I suppose 
it must be that, being helped over the ground in the matter of 
length, they have no reason to press or force. At any rate, it 
is the best explanation that I have to offer. Ladies are 
notoriously very straight with wooden clubs, perhaps because 
they have habitually to play more brassie shots than do the 
stronger men, who can force the ball along with heavy irons. 
The only occasions on which they seem to lose their accuracy 
are those on which, conscious of being overweighted and 
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outdriven, they are compelled, in vulgar but expressive language, 
to “hit their guts out.’’ In mixed foursomes they are never 
under this painful necessity, and the result is that they are 
demoniacally accurate. Take as an example the sixteenth hole 
at Worplesdon. It is of such a length that an ordinarily strong 
male player has to take a strong iron, and well I know the terror 
that seizes one on that tee, iron in hand. Nearly all the ladies 
last week had to take wood, since the wind was something 
against them, and yet ball after ball plumped fair and square 
upon that green and stayed there. That is but one instance 
to illustrate a general law. The ladies were very accurate 
with all their shots, and especially were they accurate in 
their putting. I have always held it to be the most complete 
fallacy that women putt better than men; but I confess I 
was shaken at Worplesdon. Their holing out in general was 
admirable. Take, for instance, the two putts that Miss Phyllis 
Lobbett had to hole on the eighteenth and nineteenth greens 
in the match between her and Captain Pearson and Colonel 
Hannay and Mrs. Latham Hall. Both were of the most unpleasant 
possible length, say, 5ft. or 6ft. ; both were crucial in the highest 
degree, one to save the match, the other to win it. On both 
occasions the ball went bang into the middle of the hole, without 
a wobble or a tremor. 

There must be some lesson to be deduced apart from the 
obvious one, that we ought to have a high respect for lady 
golfers. It is, I think, in fact an old one, namely, that the best 
possible combination in foursome play is that of one brilliant, 
powerful player and one steady one. I recollect some little 
while ago writing an article, a propos of a foursome tournament, 
in which I said something to this effect, that two racehorses 
did not make the best partnership, and that the racehorse should 
have as an ally an aged, steady-going cab horse. I particularly 
remember this because a great friend of mine and a very fine 
foursome player deemed himself dubbed a cab horse and was 
just a little hurt in his feelings. I do not now wish to fall into 
the unchivalrous mistake of calling any lady a cab horse. Never- 
theless, Iam more sure than ever that I was right. Two brilliant 
players might theoretically do well together. Each of them 
will have shots to play of the length to which he is well accustomed, 
and 1% he occasionally has to play out of the rough as the result 
of a long, crooked shot—well, he is accustomed to that too. 
But to extract yourself from the rough after your partner’s 
error is quite a different thing from doing so after your own, 
and practically the two racehorses or tigers—call them what 
you will—do not go well together in double harness. 
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Of the ladies who played in this tournament Miss Wethered 
is really too good a player to furnish the most apt illustration. 
Certainly she is very sure; there is not any British amateur 
golfer at the moment, male or female, who can equal or even 
approach her in accuracy of striking. Time after time she does 
exactly what she means to do. In this devilish monotony of 
clean and perfect hitting she is comparable to J. H. Taylor or 
Harry Vardon or Mr. Guy Ellis in his best days. And then 
she goes so far as well. Only quite a long driver among men 
will now perceptibly out-distance her. Therefore, as the best 
compliment I can pay her, I leave her out of the argument. 
Mrs. Patey, on the other hand, who with Mr. Layton fought so 
fine a fight against the victorious Wethereds in the final, fur- 
nishes an ideal illustration. She is not very long, nor very 
brilliant, nor, indeed, very anything, except an admirable holer 
of critical short putts, but she is always “ there or thereabouts,’ 
never makes a really bad shot, and is always to be relied on for 
a fairly good and wholly courageous shot whatever the situation, 
In Mr. Noel Layton she had, of course, a powerful partner with 
plenty of length to spare, but even so it was remarkable to see 
how these two could apparently compass the distance of almost 
any hole on a good and difficult course in the smallest possible 
number of shots. We hear a great deal in these days—and 
rightly no doubt—of the imperative necessity for length. It 
is rather cheering to find that in a foursome it does not seem 


quite so desperately necessary. Finally, I must add that 
everybody enjoyed her or himself enormously. /-verybody was 
weli and kindly looked after, and Colonel Bunbury’s “statt 


work’’ beyond praise. I believe every single match except 
the final started at the exactly right moment, and even the best 
of secretaries cannot control a fog.

THE RACE FOR THE 


TWO YEAR OLDS 


EWMARKET’S racing season was brought to a close 

last week, and possibly what is called the Houghton 

Meeting was fuller of drama and surprises than any 

held at the famous headquarters of the Turf this year. 

Take first the race for the Cambridgeshire, which in 

point of numbers was a prodigious and unwieldy affair, since 
no fewer than thirty-four horses were sent to the starting post. 
We have to take a long backward peep into the old history of 
this race to find a bigger field competing for this ever popular 
handicap. But, numbers apart, it was of considerable interest 
because some of the best horses in the country took part, and 
this certainly applies to the three year olds. I ventured to 
suggest when referring to the race some time ago that it would 
be won by a three year old and, as it happened, horses of that 
age occupied the first three places—Re-echo, the winner ; 
Poisoned Arrow, the second; and Hasty Match, the third. 
It passes my understanding how a moderate filly like Hasty 
Match should have been capable of getting third, but we will 
let that pass. Fourth was a four year old in Clochnaben, which 
had been rescued from the selling platers in the spring; and 
fifth was that good handicapper, Roman Bachelor, which had 
commenced the season by running third for the Lincolnshire 
Handicap, and at the end of July was returned the winner of 
the King George Stakes at Goodwood. However, the point is 
that the three year olds dominated the situation when the judge 
came to have a say in the matter. As there were no fewer than 
nineteen of them among the starters, the fact is hardly surprising. 
Re-echo, which won for Sir Ernest Paget, was a high-class 
two year old and had not done well as a three year old prior 
to this, probably because of the attempts to make a stayer out 
of a non-stayer. Hence his failure for the Derby when Gilpin 
trained him, although I recall that he ran wonderfully well 
after being practically left at the post. His success may be 
said to have been foreshadowed when he ran second to Stratford 
for the Select Stakes at the preceding meeting at Newmarket. 
Ot course Stratford ought not to have been where he was at the 
finish of the race, but that was entirely Stratford’s fault. He 
was hating racing that day, hating himself, hating his backers, 
being simply, in fact, consumed with hate. He showed it clearly 
enough when he did not want to canter to the starting post,

and one realised that it was all up then. In the race he gave his 
jockey the idea that he could go and win just whenever he liked, 
and then in a stride he turned sour and stuck his toes in the 
ground, so to say. He had finished with it, and that is how 
the favourite lost the Cambridgeshire. At home he is the best 
of some very good three year olds and does no wrong. Away 
he is apt to go all wrong in his temper. It was so at Liverpool 
when Eaglehawk beat him for the Cup last July, and, unfortu- 
nately, the Cambridgeshire happened to be run on one of his 
bad days. I expect he will some day show us how very good 
he is, for Alec Taylor does not say he has a good horse without 
very good reason, and I have no doubt that when that day 
arrives it will be when we shall have pinned our faith and staked 
our money on some other for whose success we are wishing. 
It was ever thus in racing. 

Also figuring among the three year olds was St. Louis, 
which won the Two Thousand Guineas as only a good horse usually 
wins that classic race. Yet he has only won one little race since 
and, of course, was a dismal failure for the Derby. Let it be 
said that he was looking more like himself when he came out 
again last week, but he was a long way from being good enough. 
The probabilities are that he is a very moderate winner of the 
Two Thousand Guineas and that Captain Cuttle, which was third, 
could not have been anything like himself ; while as for Pondo- 
land, he has been hopeless ever since he ran second for the race 
and then was able to beat some bad horses for the Newmarket 
Stakes. I am wandering from the subject of the Cambridge- 
shire, but it is in order to make it easier to understand why a 
classic winner was trounced. Poisoned Arrow was a winner 
at Ascot and had been an unlucky second for the Duke of York 
Stakes at Kempton Park. Condover was thought much of, 
and big stakes in bets would have been won had he caught the 
judge’s eye last week. One recalls that last year he was placed 
only a few pounds from the top of the Free Handicap. Sobriquet 
has won a number of races, including the Duke of York Stakes, 
and Lady Juror has the Jockey Club Stakes to her credit. There 


were other notables among the three year olds, and perhaps one 
should not overlook Sicyon, which in the Free Handicap of a year 
ago figured on the same mark as Condover and is the better 
mention these 


three year old in spite of some recent failures. I 
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things in order that Re-echo may be given full credit for having 
beaten a field of uncommonly good class. Thus we had quality 
as well as quantity. 

I do not think there is much more to add. I am sure the 
best horse won, which, however, is almost invariably the case 
on Newmarket’s splendid course. The same thing cannot be 
said twice running of races with cumbersome fields run else- 
where—at Epsom, for instance. For one thing, Captain Allison 
secured a wonderfully fine start and everything with the necessary 
speed and ability to get the distance had a chance. Some 
excuses have been made for Poisoned Arrow that he was un- 
balanced and, therefore, interfered with through Tremola swerving 
across him, but I did not notice anything very serious. More 
likely is it that Poisoned Arrow rolled about a bit when making 
the descent of Bushes Hill and was not quite handy enough for 
his jockey because he has not the action suited for coming down 
hill at top pressure. That is because there is rather too much 
knee action. Except for that, he is a fine individual, with his 
limitations in public, however, quite clearly defined. Sicyon 
could not stay and Pondoland is only a shadow of the horse he 
was as a two year old. Condover’s claims to win must have been 
very much misunderstood and exaggerated, as he never showed 
up once. 

Ceylonese demonstrated the big difference there was between 
the form and that in the Cesarewitch. The wonder is how any- 
one could give a Cesarewitch horse a chance at all, ‘coking at 
the vast difference in class in the two races. Leighion did not 
seem to do anything wrong and I refuse to believe he isa rogue. 
His trouble is that he is too heavily weighted. He is just a very 
ordinary horse, whereas the handicappers have steadfastly 
placed him on an exalted pedestal. I may add that the winner 
was bred at Middleham, in Yorkshire, and was 
sired by Lord Rosebery’s Two Thousand Guineas 
winner, Neil Gow, which died a year or two 
ago. He is a beautifully modelled colt with 
delightful action, and if ever a winner revealed 
himself by his way of moving in the preliminary 
canter to the starting post, then Re-echo did 
last week. Since the Derby he has been trained 
by College Leadet1, for whom the success is quite a 
personal triumph. 

Apart from the big handicap, which I have 
discussed above, the feature of that concluding 
meeting at Newmarket was the racing for two 
vear olds. The amazing defeat of the St. Leger 
winner, Royal Lancer, by the big and some- 
what lumbersome Bucks Hussar for the Jockey 
Club Cup made every knowledgeable follower of 
racing sit up and take notice. It was an astound- 
ing thing to happen, for after all one was the 
St. Leger winner and the other was one that 
has rather brought himself into contempt by his 
failures this season. However, 
we will let it pass as being one of those up- 
heavals which “no fellah can understand.” 
Royal Lancer could not have been at his best, 
but we may be sure the fact was not known to 
Lord Lonsdale or he most certainly would 
not have allowed him to run and thus bring dis- 
credit on the .excellent reputation he won for 
himself at Doncaster. As I have said, it 
the racing for two year olds that compelled most 
attention, and one can understand why this 
should be so with their future a matter of very 
real interest to the public. 

What, for instance, could have been more unlooked for than 
the sorry fate which awaited the supposed champion, Town Guard, 
in the race for the Criterion Stakes of six furlongs? That he 
might conceivably have been beaten by Papyrus could have been 
accepted, for the latter has a fine and on the whole very consistent 
record among the best of his vear, but that Town Guard should 
have been literally smothered and disgraced in that sense was 
a contingency which would have been scouted as altogether too 
outrageous. Yet this is what happened. It was considered as 
ominous by careful critics who took the trouble of looking him 
over in the paddock that he should have been listless, and he 
gave no sign of his usual exuberant spirits when he cantered to 
the post. Yet the bold people who laid odds on up to 4 to 1 
would reason that he would not be running were there a big 
chance of incurring defeat. Let it be understood, therefore, 
that the colt which has the New Stakes at Ascot, the National 
Breeders’ Produce Stakes at Sandown Park, and the Gimerack 
Stakes to his credit did not give his true running. Possibly he 
was sickening for some trouble, but 1 am perfectly satisfied that 
we did not see the real Town Guard. To that extent, therefore, 
his defeat can be excused, though it will be hard to forget it. 
For Papyrus it can be urged that he is a most likeable colt. His 
breeding is all that it should be ; he is a very truly moulded one, 
and if he be not quite as big as one or two others, notably Drake 
and Legality, he is still big enough for Epsom when the time 
comes. I hold him in very high esteem. 

Drake continuéd on his winning way by adding the Moulton 
Stakes to his booty, which had its foundations when the big 
son of Sir Eager won the Coventry Stakes at Ascot on making 
his first venture on a racecourse. The opposition he disposed 
of last week may not have amounted to much, and he won by 
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three lengths, but to do so his jockey, Beary, had to push and 
ride him home hard with hand and heel, and altogether I am 
with those who do not consider that he won with a lot in hand. 
He scarcely looks the type in conformation for Epsom, but 
there is no doubt that he is a top sawyer this year, and his 
future will be watched with interest by the general public who 
delight in following the fortunes of the leading two year olds. 
Naturally, too, his owner, Mrs. Sofer Whitburn, is entitled to 
conjure up visions in classic races, for her colt’s credentials are 
undeniable. 

It was most interesting to see Pharos and Twelve Pointer 
in opposition at level weights for the Houghton Stakes of a mile. 
Now this race is run over the severe Rowley Mile course, which 
may or may not leave its mark on two year olds that are subjected 
to what must be an ordeal. Let us hope, however, that both 
the colts mentioned will escape any detrimental consequences. 
Twelve Pointer and his rival were in close company at the end 
of seven furlongs, although Lord Derby’s colt had not started 
with equal facility. It was the last furlong that decided the 
issue, as Twelve Pointer showed himself to be the better stayer 
and won quite decisively. However, I am not going to lose 
faith in Pharos, who is a delightful sort and a great credit to 
the young sire Phalaris. He is a model of correct outline and 
is of medium size. Twelve Pointer is built on a more generous 
scale and may be a trifle on the leg. His deeds speak for them- 
selves, and at present I would prefer him to the Duke of 
Westminster’s other colt, Hurry Off, which was returned the 
winner of the Dewhurst Plate, though there are undeniably 
three year old possibilities before the latter. 

The Dewhurst Plate in its time has been won by some very 
distinguished horses, among which may be mentioned Bayardo,

Lemberg, Rock Sand, St. Frusquin, Orme, Donovan, Ormonde 
and others. But they were not a good lot that competed on 
this latest occasion, and Hurry Off did not achieve much out of 
the ordinary to beat by a short head the Nursery winner Vam- 
brace, which was conceding 4lb. Vambrace is quite a nice horse 


and a rare sticker, but he lacks higher pretensions. Thus I 
most distinctly favour Twelve Pointer rather than Hurry 


Off. 1 qualify that statement so far as 1923 be concerned, 
for Hurry Off shows scope for a deal of improvement. It is 
interesting once more to find the Duke of Westminster 
owning some high-class two year olds, and it is also worth 
mentioning that there are hopes of one named Friar, by 
Friar Marcus, second to Drake on his first appearance in 
public, but unlikely to be seen out again this year. Friar, | 
may add, is trained for the Duke by William Waugh at 
his very fine place named Balaton Lodge at Newmarket. 
Otherwise the Duke’s horses are trained by Mr. Persse at 
Stockbridge. 

One more reference to the two year olds and I have ended 
my notes for this week. Galante colt won the Free Handicap 
under top weight in a manner which would have brought him 
right into calculations on the Derby except for the fact that he 
does not appear to be entered. This is unfortunate for his owner, 
Lord Penrhyn, as it is quite certain that the unnamed colt is 
exceptionally good. 

The race for the Newbury Cup will be decided to-day 
(Saturday) and Stratford is to compete. He would win if in 
the mood, but apart from him it strikes me that Charlebelle, 
which ran well for the Cesarewitch, must take a deal of beating. 
Such may also apply to Cevlonese, though the handicapper has 
made it a near thing between them.

HEDGES AND DITCHES. 
To THE Epiror. 

R,—Hedging and ditching are parts of farm 
ork that usually are started in October, 
ut with barley still standing in the fields 
vithin thirty miles of London, to say nothing 
f what is still out in the North, it is probable 
vat very few farmers have started this work 
et. In October and November, according to 
re oldest as well as the latest exponent of 
gricultural practice, all ditches should be 
leaned out; among the farmers themselves 
is recognised as a sign of a bad farmer when 
hey are left and of a good one when they 
re done quickly. In ditching the main point 
; to dig a good deep ditch that will be carried 
iown to the roots of the hedge and of the trees. 
‘This summer I had a very good example of 
he effect. For drainage purposes we dug an 
exceptionally deep ditch along the bottom of a 
loping field. It was so deep that it involved 
the cutting of the roots of the ash trees on that 
side, which happened to be the north. The 
result was that although in the spring one 
could not see much difference in the leaves of 
the trees, before summer was half done the 
branches on the north side had become leafless 
and withered along the whole extent of a field 
of twenty acres. It is evident that had the roots 
been untouched they would have continued 
to suck the plant food that this year went to 
the crop. Hedging receives far more attention 
than it used to do in this district. When the 
land was taken over about ten years ago rubbish 
from the hedges, mostly blackberry bushes, 
wild roses and bracken, stretched out twenty 
or thirty feet from the middle of the hedge, 
and, of course, sterilised the land over which 
they crept. It took a great deal of cutting and 
draining to reduce the hedge to within its proper 
limits. The first result was to leave a great 
many holes or empty spaces, but as these were

immediately replanted, the hedge now only 
needs attention twice a year. It is clipped in 
early June, and rather more severely so in 
October and November.-——P. 


LORD NORTH, FIRST OF FOUR GENE- 
RATIONS OF SPORTSMEN, 
To THE Epiror. 
Sir,—I am sending you herewith a photograph 
of a great sportsman of whom it can be literally 
said that the love of hunting is in the blood. 
This season there are four generations of the 
North family to be seen hunting regularly with 
foxhounds, a thing very few families can boast 
of. The four generations are: Lord North 
himself ; his only son, Colonel the Hon. W. F. 
North ; Colonel North’s only son, Mr. D. W. 
North, 19th Hussars ; and Mr. D. W. North’s 
only son, Master John North. Lord North’s 
career as a sportsman is that he left the 1st Life 
Guards in the early ’sixties to take over the 
Mastership of the Bicester Hounds, of which he 
was Master for four seasons. Then he assumed 
the Mastership of the Warwickshire Hounds, 
which he carried on till succeeded by the late 
Lord Willoughby de Broke. He continued 
hunting from Wroxton Abbey, his seat in 
Oxfordshire, with the Warwickshire, Bicester 
and Heythrop till a bad fall at the age of seventy 
finally stopped him from getting on to a horse. 
The accident did not keep him away from the 
hunting field. Not able to ride, he used then 
to drive with the hounds four days a week. 
But this did not satisfy his ruling passion. 
In order to take a more active part in the chase 
he formed a pack of Bassett hounds with drafts 
from Captain Godfrey Haseltine’s and the

Hon. Dudley Carleton’s well known packs. 
From these he has bred the pack with which 
he hunts the country round Wroxton. ‘The 
hounds meet twice a week (Tuesday and 
Saturday). Lord North drives with his hounds 
in a four-wheeled pony cart from which he 
directs operations, galloping over the steepest 
ridge and furrow and the deepest plough.—S.

BLACK GUILLEMOTS IN 
PLUMAGE. 
To THE Epiror. 
$1r,—I was much interested to read the article 
on black guillemots in your issue of October 21st. 
My knowledge of the species has been gained 
chiefly in the winter. During the winters which 
I spent in Orkney I was struck by the fact that 
in January and February not only were these 
birds nearly always seen in pairs, but that 
one should be almost in full summer plumage 
and the other in full winter plumage. Dissection 
proved the birds in summer plumage to be 
always males and those in winter plumage 
females, the latter being nearly always immature 
birds. It was not until March that the females 
began to adopt summer plumage. The last 
part to change seems to be a pure white spot 
on the chin at the base of the lower mandible. 
Some of these black guillemots in full winter 
plumage are almost quite white—indeed, I 
saw one or two, which I was not fortunate 
enough to secure, which appeared to be pure 
white, and may possibly have been albinos. 
Immature birds, in whatever plumage, can, ol 
course, always be known by the patch on the 
wing not being pure white but more or less 
marked with brown. Unlike the common 
guillemot, this species always lays two, and 
sometimes three eggs.—H. W. ROBINSON. 
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BUILDINGS IN FRANCE.

Sir,—We are so apt to believe that in all artistic 
matters they manage things better in France, 
and in particular that their official care of 
ancient monuments is far-reaching, that this 
sad story will be of interest. Staring lately at 
St. Valery-en-Caux in Normandy I was 
much attracted by a little building on the quay 
called ‘‘ Le Vieux Logis,” and I photographed 
it. As the enclosed picture shows, it had a side 
elevation of typical sixteenth century half- 
timber work, but the gable end had been re- 
constructed in the eighteenth century with 
charming tall balconied windows, and _ the 
front simply panelled in plaster. Two days 
later it had been demolished. The site can 
scarcely have been of much value for a new 
building, and it might have been supposed 
that the Town Council, very active otherwise 
in pleasing its visitors, would have seen to the 
preservation of so attractive a feature of their 
delightful little town. Bui they seem no more 
appreciative of irreplaceable possessions than 
the average English municipality.—L. P. W.

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I the inception of this house, and its general design 
and planning, something was said in CounTRY LIFE 
for October 21st. Now we may go on to add a few 
notes about its decorative scheme and furnishing. 
We expect an artist to be housed in surroundings 

which are, we will not say “ artistic,” as that word has become 
the synonym for something very far removed from what it 
was originally meant to indicate; but we certainly do expect 
an artist to have things of good design around him, and to find 
these happily set in a well balanced scheme of decoration. This 
we find, to a marked degree, in Mr. Oswald Birley’s house. 
The photographs that accompany these notes show that the 
rooms have fine pieces of furniture in them and that these 
are in a most successful setting. What the photographs do not 
show, however, is the colour. Only by seeing the rooms 
can one appreciate what the effect really is; but some attempt 
must be made to indicate this by words, though a mere descrip- 
tion is bound to be extremely limited in this regard. 

One is tempted to digress on the general subject of colour 
as applied to modern houses. It is a subject which has received 
a good deal of attention in recent vears, and within quite latter 
days there has been advocacy for a gallant use of colour, and 
considerable achievement. It is not possible to fasten this 
development down to any particular date, but one would not 
be far wrong in saying that the advent of the Russian ballet 
gave the impetus to our colour courage, alike in dress and 
decoration. 

In this, as in all other things, the extremists have been at 
work, and some of their exemplars have rather frightened 
ordinary folk away from clean colour. We have seen rooms 
startlingly gay with the bright bars of the spectrum, and though 
this has amused us, and tickled our fancy for the moment, it 
has been evident on reflection that men-folk, at any rate, in their 
sedate garb, do not fit in with such schemes. ‘These seemed to 
demand that everyone should be dressed in harlequin costume ;

a man in homespun, or a woman in a tailor-made, was, in a 
decorative sense, quite out of the picture. Nevertheless, these 
adventures of the colour 
enthusiasts have served their 
purpose in directing attention 
to a fresh manner full of 
possibilities for fine effect, and 
have resulted in a modern 
mode of room decoration em- 
bodying colour which is bright 
and gay without screaming at 
you. It is all a great advance 
on the manner of yesterday, 
when the ‘‘ dead shades ”’ and 
the “‘ art”? greens and browns 
held the field. ‘These are, 
alas, still with us, but we 
regard them with different eyes, 
recognising them frankly not 
as “‘dead shades,” but as 
deadly dull shades that achieve 
nothing more than a negative 
effect and are thoroughly 
depressing. 

In the house now under 
consideration there is not onlv 
clean colour, but a very skilful 
use of it by “ glazing” and 
other means of combination. 
In the dining-room, for 
instance, the walls have a tone 
of viridian through which the 
undertone of blue — shines 
with a varying intensity, while 


“country LiFe.” the ceiling is aglow with a 
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golden fawn. ‘There are drop lustre 
lights, their clear white brilliancy 
enlivened with red candles; there are 
golden-tone tapestries on the walls, and 
a line of gold runs at the junction of wall 
and ceiling. At one end of the room 
are two windows, set high in the wall, 
with latticed lights framed in by purple 
hangings and a valance trimmed with 
silver braid, the windows themselves 
being hung with white net curtains. 
A subdued rich colour effect is thus 
produced, and in some of the pieces of 
furniture the dominant notes in the 
decorative scheme are repeated. The 
shovel-board table has the unassertive 
tone of old oak. So, too, has the oak 
side table that extends along one wall, 
but vivacity is given by the glass lustres 
on it, and there are red lacquer William 
and Mary chairs and a red lacquer 
couch, in company with black lacquer 
and walnut pieces of Queen Anne’s day. 
On the shelf of the Italian stone mantel- 
piece a Chinese goddess presides, 
flanked by little horses’ heads in terra- 
cotta and some white porcelain lions. 

In the studio which opens out of 
this room there is no pronounced 
scheme of colour, for this is first and 
foremost a painter’s workshop, and 
what colour is there is chiefly in the 
canvases that stand about the room; 
but a fine copy of a Velazquez occupies 
a place of honour over the fireplace at 
one end, while at the opposite end, 
around the doorway, is a lively group- 
ing of some furniture and decorative 
items. The illustration on the pre- 
ceding page shows this. 

The hall has a cream background, 
as a foil to which are red Italian hangings 
and a glass star lighting fitting in orange : 
while in the morning room that opens 
off to the left is displayed the mellow 
effect of petunia window hangings in 
association with a mottled cream wall 
and old Persian rugs. 

Upstairs, the chief feature of 
interest, from the decorative point of 
view, is the principal bedroom, two 
views of which are reproduced on this 
page. It is, however, a room the colour 
of which cannot well be described. 
The general effect of it is subdued ; 
there is, as befits a bedroom, nothing 
arrestive in the sense that it jumps to Copyrignt. 
the eye; yet a good deal of softly bright 
colour is blended in it, as, for example, in the metallic 
lacquer on the old Italian bedposts; while the employment of 
brocades and other rich fabrics of variegated hue pro- 
duces a feeling of soft luxuriance which is captivating 
and comfortable. In this room also, as throughout the 
house, one notes again how much more satisfying it is to 
furnish without meticulous adherence to style. The furniture 
of various periods and of different countries can, with a dis- 
cerning eye, be combined without creating any air of inappro- 
priateness. It is this freedom from “ period,” allied to a refined 
and lively sense of colour, which is responsible for the pleasing 
impression given by Mr. Birley’s rooms. R. R. P. 


PIRANESI 


Giovanni Battista Piranesi, by Arthur M. Hind. Cotswold Gallery. 
(440 copies only.) 
PROFESSOR HIND’S book, less didactic than we could have expected, 
and even wished for, from the Slade Professor of Fine Arts at Oxford, is 
yet the result of twelve years’ intermittent searching after the scattered 
engravings of the Cavalier Piranesi, which, to a certain extent, are 
familiar to everybody, but are nowhere to be found altogether. With 
regard to the defect before rehearsed, Professor Hind’s opening words 
state that “ this work does not claim to be a general study of Piranesi’s 
Life and Works, as this is well supplied in three recent books.” What 
he has achieved is a catalogue raisonné of all the Cavalier’s engravings, 
and the reproduction of a.complete series of the views of Rome, accom- 
panied by a short critique. Whether Piranesi is best remembered 
by this series, as the author suggests, or by the ever-memorable Carcere, 
the same characteristics appear in all his work ; while he faithfully 
reproduced his architectural and archeological subjects, he almost

invariably made with them a pleasing and often a magnificent composi- 
tion, and, above all, “ throughout his work he never loses sight of 
humanity that moves with a fantastic energy, showing him as the natural 
successor of Callot and Salvator Rosa, and the fore-runner of Meryon 
and his haunted Paris.’ In the early stages of his views (the production 
of which extended till his death), many of which Professor Hind repro- 
duces and in some cases accompanies with the final state, we see Piranesi 
as the possessor of an exquisitely delicate touch as well as overpowering 
strength, attained in the later states by the sometimes heavy contrasts 
of light and shade. By directing attention to these light early states (which 
he again compares to Meryon), Professor Hind will influence collectors 
who, till now have sought rather the heavier ones. These it assuredly 
was that so impressed Cotman, and considering that the collections of 
Piranesi outside England are ludicrously inadequate, his genius seems 
from the first to have been most appreciated in this country. 


A Text Book of the History of Architecture, by A. D. F. Hamlin. 
(Longmans Green and Co., 10s. 6d.) 

THE fifteenth printing of Professor Hamlin’s book demands some 
notice. It was in 1896 that it first appeared, and thanks to its concise 
and portable form, which has been secured by avoiding the danger 
which Professor Hamlin felt to be ‘ rather in the direction of too much 
detail than of too little,” it has had a well deserved success. An excellent 
feature are the bibliographies attached to each chapter. Beginning at 
the earliest times—though I was disappointed to find the Aztecs dis- 
missed with a word, as having had no effect on the history of architecture— 
we are taken rapidly through the ages right up till the present day in 
this country, where Professor Hamlin is broadminded enough to see 
the good wherever it lies, even in Victorian Gothic, whence he singles 
several buildings for high praise. ‘‘ But,”’ he continues, “it is in the 
smaller houses . . . that the English architects have in recent 
years shown the most distinctive talent, and nowhere, unless occasionally 
in the United States, are there to be seen such charming examples of 
simple, appropriate, unostentatious design as in these modest English 
houses of brick, tile and timber ”

AMERICAN INTEREST IN OLD HOMES 


N a short, but amply illustrated, article on 
Cote, the Oxfordshire estate, in COUNTRY 
Lire in April, 1904 (Vol. xv, page 567), 
the history of the manor is traced from 
the reign of James I. Henry III granted 
it to Robert Hungerford de Molyns, whose 
adherence to the Lancastrian cause, in the Wars 
of the Roses, cost him his home. It was, 
however, restored to him by Henry VII. 
The heir, George, Earl of Huntingdon (Baron 
Hastings Botreaux and de Molyns), sold the 
estate in 1537 to Sir Rowland Hill, who, in 
urn, some fifteen years afterwards, sold Cote 
.o one Allan Horde, a City merchant. At 
his point comes into prominence the son, 
sir Thomas Horde of Cote. The Hordes were a 
3alop family, living at Horde Park. To them it 
seems proper to attribute the erection of the 
existing house. It was on an unusually imposing 
scale for the period, with a tower that was 
yriginally fully 2o0ft. higher than it now is, 
ind there was also a moat. The wrought iron 
sates, splendid examples of their time, bear the 
ijate 1704. The interior woodwork of the 
house is also noteworthy. There is a great 
»anelled hall along practically the whole length 
f the house, and there was formerly a fine 
early oak staircase. A worthy example of 
iid work of the same kind still exists in the 
house, and another old staircase leads up the 
cower. Oliver Cromwell stayed at Cote during 
his operations against Oxford. Miss Horde, 
‘believing herself to be the last of her race,” 
zave Cote to one, Hippisley, of Lambourn 
Place, Berkshire. From the latter house to Cote 
its new owner transferred armorial devices for 
the decoration of the windows of the grand 
staircase. There was a local precedent for 
such a transfer in what the Earl of Abingdon had 
done, in pulling down what was left of Rycote, 
the palatial mansion erected by Lord Williams 
of Thame, to “ enrich his house with the spoil.’’ 
Whether Miss Horde, already alluded to, was 
correct in her conjecture that the family was 
approaching extinction may be doubted, for, 
some years ago, an Oxford photographer 
received an order from an American. corre- 
spondent to take photographs of Cote and its 
environment, and to get rubbings of the 
tombstones in Bampton church. ‘The trans- 
Atlantic customer’s name was Hord—the final 
*‘e” having been dropped—and his address, 
Cleveland, Ohio. It would seem to point to 
a fascinating story of emigration, a family 
tradition treasured up, and passed on from 
father to son, and then natural interest in the 
old home culminating in the order to a local 
artist to communicate pictures of what, owing to 
distance and other factors, the inheritors of the 
tradition could not hope to see for themselves. 
In the last fifteen years the present writer has 
had passed to him for investigation half a dozen 
fairly probable inquiries by American corre- 
spondents as to properties in London and the 
country. The mainspring of curiosity has been 
usually family pride, and a desire to know as 
much as possible about places that, despite 
the passage of years and the lapse of genera- 
tions, seemed still to be thought of as the real 
home. At any time the mention of a name 
may vibrate a chord which may in time result 
in a sale to an American client. Cote has 
been sold through the agency of Messrs. James 
Styles and Whitlock, and the old manor house 
passes with 500 acres. ‘The same firm has 
disposed of East Field, Crockham Hill, a 
residential property with grounds of 14 acres, 
which was to have been offered by auction. 


AN AUTHORESS’ PROFITS. 
ME: H. A. VAN NIEVELT is vendor of 


the new Camilla Lacey. The 70 acres, 
with the new house in the Tudor style, are to 
be submitted at Hanover Square on Novem- 
ber 23rd by Messrs. Knight, Frank and Rutley, 
in conjunction with Messrs. Nightingale, Page 
and Bennett, unless a private sale is negotiated 
in the meanwhile. The old house, destroyed 
by fire some little time ago, was built for 
Mme. d’Arblay (the famous Miss Fanny 
Burney), out of the profits of her novel 
““ Camilla.” Fanny Burney’s letters contain 
many references to her life among her friends 
in Surrey. Norbury Park, near by, was occupied 
by her friends the Locks, and at Juniper Hall 
was a colony of refugees from the French 
Revolution, many of whom were associates 
of General d’Arblay. Mme. de Stael and Talley- 
rand often stayed at Camilla Lacey. Fanny 
Burney could not bring herself to leave it to 
resume her position as Maid of Honour. 
With mullioned windows and carved oak 


panelling, the new house is a_ reproduction 
of an Early English manor house. The collec- 
tion of Tudor, Elizabethan and Jacobean furni- 
tute and tapestries will be dispersed on the 
premises on November 28th, 29th and 3oth, 
by Messrs. Knight, Frank and Rutley, in 
conjunction with Messrs. Nightingale, Page 
and Bennett. 

Ingmire Hall! and about 20,000 acres of the 
remaining land, near Sedbergh, will be sub- 
mitted at Kendal on November 16th, for 
Major John H. Upton. One of the houses on 
the estate, Killington Hall, much older even 
than the Otways’ sixteenth century mansion 
itself, incorporates a ruined tower, the walls of 
which are many feet thick. About 11,600 acres 
of grouse moors are comprised in the sale. 

Sir Richard Temple, Bart., C.B., C.I.E., 
has instructed Messrs. Knight, Frank and 
Rutley to offer his Worcestershire ‘Tudor 
residence, The Nash, Kempsey. It contains 
Oriental carvings and bronzes, old furniture, 
including examples of ‘Thomas Chippendale, 
who is said to have been born in Kempsey, and 
a library rich in Eastern subjects, which will 
be sold on the premises. 

Woodhurst, belonging to Mr. R. Ussher, 
in the wooded district of Crawley, is for sale 
at Hanover Square next spring. About 257 
acres, it includes a modernised mansion, with 
grounds and park and ornamental water. 

Shinness, Sutherland, to be offered at an 
early date, has an area of 26,515 acres, and 
includes Shinness Lodge and Fiag Forest, the 
grouse moor of Wester Shinness, and fishing 
in Loch Shin. 


OLDCASTLE AND ‘“ WACAFELD.”’ 


OLDCASTLE COURT, referred to at some 

length in the Estate Market page on 
October 21st, was the chief lot to change hands 
at Messrs. Bruton, Knowles and Co’s. sale 
of the Trewen, Allt-yr-ynys and Oldcastle 
estates, near Abergavenny, the price realised 
being £4,700. It was once the home of the 
Cecil family, and has a fine oak staircase, 
panelling, beams and ornamental plasterwork, 
with, as someone said of it in 1604, ‘‘ a pleasant 
clere water full of troutes ”’ close at hand. 

Lord Hillingdon is understood to have 
taken Wakefield Lodge, with an option of 
purchase. It is the time-honoured seat of the 
Dukes of Grafton, and the new lessee is Master 
of the Grafton Hunt, of which Wakefield 
is the central point. ‘*‘ Wacafeld,” as it is 
called in Domesday, was submitted in London 
in July, 1920, by order of the Duke of Grafton, 
by Messrs. Daniel Smith, Oakley and Garrard, 
in conjunction with Messrs. Lofts and Warner, 
and withdrawn at £100,000. The grounds of 
12 acres have around them a park of 696 acres 
and the famous Wakefield Lawn, 360 acres or 
370 acres of richly wooded pasture. 

Aboyne Castle, the ancestral home of the 
Marquis of Huntly, has, says a Scottish corre- 
spondent, been sold forf,120,000, to an Aberdeen 
merchant. It includes some miles of salmon 
fishing in the Dee, and over 4,000 acres, on 
which is much marketable timber. 

Captain W. D’Arcy Hall, represented by 
Messrs. Ralph Pay and Taylor, is the buyer of 
Gwernyfed Park, Breconshire, recently sold by 
Messrs. Hampton and Sons. It is one of the 
best sporting properties on the Welsh border. 
The former firm’s transactions include the 
disposal of the leases of Quaker House, Warwick, 
and Hill House, Hampton Lucy, about 30 acres. 
They have purchased the freehold of Hillside 
Farm, Harrietsham, go acres ; also Woodcombe, 
West Byfleet, which practically adjoins Sheer- 
water Links, and is within a few minutes’ walk of 
New Zealand and Bleakdown courses. Acting 
for a client they have acquired Sutton Courtenay 
House, near Culham, the beautiful old panelled 
house. They report the sale of Abergwynant 
and Cefngoed estates, in the valley of the 
Mawddach, between Barmouth and Dolgelley, 
and enjoying views over Cader Idris. The estate 
extends to 600 acres.

HEADINGS that prospective purchasers are 

usually glad to see are ‘by order of 
executors,”’ and that rarer, but equally encourag- 
ing one, “‘ by order of mortgagees.’’ Messrs. 
Curtis and Henson head their offer, in CoUNTRY 
Lire last week (page x1), of a North Wales 
estate “‘ Sale following foreclosure of mortgage.” 
At the first glance the largest of the five pictures 
shown in the page announcement appears to be 
a view from an aeroplane, for every detail of the 
mansion, grounds, and encircling country, not 


excepting hillsides, is visible as though seen 
from aircraft, and yet it is simply a view of 
the estate from the flagstaff. It is eloquent of 
the contour of the Dolgelley and Barmouth 
district. The figures quoted for the property 
are suggestive, “‘ cost {40,000— price to effect 
a quick sale, £15,000.” The history of the place 
is interesting. In the year 1913 the property of 
318 acres was purchased by a leading man in the 
Chicago meat-packing trade. He expended 
approximately {/40,000 in having the house 
adapted to his ideals. he ground floor is 
almost wholly of marble, and the equipment 
includes, not only central heating, a complete 
installation of telephones, and other things ot 
that kind, but a duplicate plant for electric 
light and power, luggage lifts, a linen “ chute,” 
a large refrigerator and a winter-garden. 


A GREAT BOURNEMOUTIL SALE. 
LORD MALMESBURY has resolved to sell 


Bournemouth freeholds early next year, 
about 2,000 residences and small houses in 
forty-one roads in Lansdowne Park, Malmes- 
bury Park and Springbourne, between 100 and 
200 shops, some licensed premises and schools, 
a vicarage and a golf club house. ‘The pro- 
perties are mainly in central and north-eastern 
Bournemouth. 

Messrs. Fox and Sons have sold Purewell 
Cross, a freehold of seven acres, at Christchurch, 
for £3,000. 

The private sale of Leicester Grange, 
near Hinckley, an estate of 134 acres, is reported, 
by Messrs. Warner, Sheppard and Wade, on 
behalf of the late Mr. A. E. Hawley’s executors. 

The Hyde Park Gardens residence of Prince 
Antoine Bibesco was bought in by Messrs. 
Hampton and Sons, the highest bid being 
£8,000. For the late Sir Bernard Oppen- 
heimer’s Stoke Poges property, Sefton Park, the 
final offer was £19,000. Messrs. Buckland and 
Sons were jointly concerned with Messrs. Hamp- 
ton and Sons in the latter auction. 

Recent sales by Messrs. Parsons, Clark and 
Bodin include Landshipping estate, Pembroke- 
shire ; Wytheford, Salop ; Callow Hill, Here- 
fordshire ; South Newington estate, Oxon. ; 
and part of Woodford, Cheshire, and the firm 
states that 14,000 acres have realised nearly 
£400,000. 

The Beeches, near Stroud, has changed 
hands since Messrs. Goddard and Smith’s 
recent auction of the freehold of 5 acres. 

The curiously designed house, on the 
Marina at St. Leonards-on-Sea, illustrated in 
the Supplement of Country Lire last week 
(page XXxIv) for sale next Friday by Messrs.

SITE OF A CITY MANSION. 


"THE jovial Sir Robert Vyner, Lord Mayor 

of London in 1674, had a mansion in the 
City, on the site of the freehold of the Guardian 
Assurance Company in Lombard Street. For 
the 4,200 square feet of land, and office thereon, a 
bid of £329,000 has just been refused, the value 
being set at something nearer £350,000. Sir 
Robert Vyner was one of the owners of 
Swakeleys, the sale of which was announced in 
Country LiFe of September 30th. The old 
Spectator refers to Sir Robert Vyner in Paper 
No. 462. Steele says (August 20th, 1712) : ‘ Sir 
Robert was a very loyal Man, and, if you will 
allow the expression, very fond of his Sovereign ; 
but what with the Joy he felt at Heart for the 
Honour done him by his Prince, and thro’ 
the warmth he was in with continual toasting 
Healths to the Royal Family, his Lordship 
grew a little fond of his Majesty, and entered 
into a Familiarity not altogether so graceful 
in so publick a Place. The King understood 
very well how to extricate himself on all kinds 
of Difficulties, and with an hint to the Company 
to avoid Ceremony, stole off and made towards 
his Coach, which stood ready for him in 
Guild-Hall Yard: But the Mayor liked his 
Company so well, and was grown so intimate, 
that he pursued him hastily, and catching him 
fast by the Hand, cryed out with a vehement 
Oath and Accent, ‘Sir, You shall stay and 
take t’other Bottle.’

To dribble well is one of the 
useful attainments that a footballer of either code can 
have. To do this with a spherical ball is far easier obviously 
than with an oval one; but the boy who has learned to run 
at top speed keeping the ball at his toes will find it compara- 
tively easy to acquire the more difficult art of dribbling the

Rugby ball. 

It is when a boy first goes to a Public School that he begins 
to learn Rugby, and this is the most critical time in his football 
this and the first year after he has left school. Too often 
masters concentrate on the bigger boys, those who

play for the school or are likely to be chosen, while ot woAAor 
those who play on “ Remnants,’’ as we used to call it at 
Marlborough, are neglected. 

There are some things that cannot be taught too early, 
such as “‘ collar low,’ “ go for the man with the ball,” “ run 
straight ’’ and “‘ only pass to a player in a better position than 
yourself.’’ These rules should be learned and practised from 
the very beginning—only so can they become instinctive, as 
they should be with all good players. 
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FIRST STEPS 


Much can be done by individual criticism of play. It was 
my good fortune to have as a house-master one who lived and 
died a perfect sportsman, who nursed the least sign of promise 
in the smallest of his boys, and who wrote a friendly criticism 
in the “house book’ of every game played, pointing out the 
mistakes made and who made them, and the reasons for them, 
and giving full measure of praise whenever it was due. That 
was as it should be, but not every schoolboy is so fortunate. 

Every encouragement should be given to kicking. I would 
like to see competitions and prizes in every school, and for 
boys of all ages, in place-kicking, drop-kicking and dribbling. 
The latter should be in and out among flags—like a ‘“‘ bending 
race ’ Every man in a good team should be 
capable of dropping a goal, and there should be a dozen place- 
kickers in every XV, not the usual one or two. 

While the younger schoolboy will never trouble to 
up’ a game in a book—as savouring too much of ‘‘ work ’— 
his seniors, milords of the First Fifteen, may be induced to read 
a text book if got up in attractive style and written in a clear 
An excellent example of this type of 
book has just been issued. ‘‘ First Steps to Rugby Football ” 
(Mills and Boon, 4s. net), written by one who has coached 
generations of Dulwich boys with marked success, is a book 
that should be in the hands of every boy who hopes to make a 
name for himself in the Rugby world. The illustrations could 
not well be better; they are admirable photographs of every 
phase of the game, and even a boy too lazy to read the text 
cannot fail to profit by studying them. 

Another publication which will appeal to more experienced 
players is a reprint from the Cambridge Review entitled ‘‘ Notes 
on Rugby Football,” by G. S. Conway, with an introduction 
by that famous Blue and International, J. E. Greenwood. This 
might well be called ‘‘ Straight Talks to Players, By One of Them.” 
The advice is practical and to the point, and rather reminds me 
of some of those homilies that that great leader, the ‘‘ Prophet,” 
used to deliver to the teams he skippered. There is little doubt 
that Jorrocks himself would have approved of ‘ hauthors ”’

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SOME EXAMPLES OF DELLA ROBBIA ART.—II 


HE few examples that can be illustrated here are as 

far as possible selected from existing specimens in 

England with a view of attempting to explain from 

them the characteristics of the different members of 

the Della Robbia family and date approximately the 
various changes caused by the direct superintendence of 
that member who for the time being personally influenced the 
industry. Florence has by far the greatest number of the 
entablatures, statues, lunettes and Madonnas that can be 
assigned without doubt to Andrea, and possesses as well a 
greater number of works from the schoois than any other 
city; but isolated specimens of the schools of Andrea and 
Giovanni are to be found in England—Holmbury, Oxford, Cam- 
bridge, Petworth, Wantage,a nd some of the best are to be found 
in the Victoria and Albert Museum. One, the property of Lord 
Rochdale (I*ig. 1), exactly resembles the existing portion without 
a background of the Madonna and Child at Stia which is 
presumed to have been executed by Giovanni in the exact style 
of his father. In both instances the child holds a gol ‘finch and 
his attitude is the same. The treatment of the two Virgins’ 
<lraperies is alike fold for fold, their faces are similar (allowing 
for the different lights and shades in the photographs), but the 
expression of the Child in Fig. 1 is far more happy looking than 
the Stia Infant, who possesses the commonplace characteristics | 
repeated in so many of Giovanni’s cherubs. Both are examples 
of the overlapping of style. Andrea and his son worked 
together for many years, and it is quite possible that they 
occasionally both handled different portions of the same group. 
The arched framing of traditional fruits and leaves has little

of the charm of either Andrea or Luca. This heavy close-hooped 
framing is found repeated on the example in the Victoria 
and Albert Museum (Fig. 2), which is almost similar to Lord 
Rochdale’s, and also on one in the Louvre, being evidently a 
popular arrangement of the subject. 

It was probably during Andrea’s superintendence, from, 
say, 1480 to 1515, that the greatest quantity of work was 
produced, but much confusion is apt to arise by the overlapping 
and combination in work that occurred between Luca and his 
nephew Andrea, and again between Andrea and his son Giovanni, 
and indeed at one time all examples were apt to be indis- 
criminately and comprehensively classified as ‘‘ Luca Della 
Robbias’”’ by an enthusiastic but uninformed public. Luca, 
the original inventor, died in 1482, aged about eighty-three ; 
Andrea, at the age of ninety, in 1525; and Giovanni, four years 
later, at sixty. It is clear, therefore, that Giovanni, the third 
of this great family, could not have begun work till after the 
death of his great-uncle Luca, but having once commenced, 
he evidently worked with the greatest energy and, eventually 
producing in large commercial quantities, lost sight of much 
of the art of his imaginative predecessors. In the beginning 
of his career this was not the case, and the wonderful ‘‘ Lavabo ”

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(Fig. 5), formerly attributed, first to Luca, then to Andrea, but 
now proved incontestably, by document, to be Giovanni’s work, 
shows him to be a worthy descendant of the great family. It 
stands in the sacristy of S. Maria Novella, Florence, and was 
executed in the year 1497. The two marble cherubs’ heads, 
set on a slab of the same material, supply the water which flows 
into a grandly fluted, boat-shaped marble basin standing on a 
pedestal; above the cherubs’ heads is a painting on faience 
of a river flowing into the sea, which in its turn is supposed to 
supply the water to the basin. The framing and lunette of the 
pediment above are carried out in all the best traditions of the 
family, but though the general proportions are perfect, it may 
be noticed that the detail of the pilasters and frieze is somewhat 
small in character. Above is a beautiful lunette containing 
two winged angels, full of grace and action, in adoration of the 
Virgin and Child; this is completed by the usual feature of 
fruits and flowers—here in the form of large, long swags 
supported by amorini—and in treatment is almost similar to 
the Tabernacle at SS. <Apostoli, Florence. This elaborate 
Lavabo was evidently one of the most ambitious decorative 
successes of the manufacture, for its architectural excellence 
and incorporation of pictorial art, represented by a most refined

scheme of colour throughout, have never been surpassed in this 
particular process. 

In great contrast to this is the much restored ‘‘ Annun- 
ciation,” Fig. 3, also by Giovanni or his school, in the Victoria 
and Albert Museum, which, in spite of being treated entirely 
in white enamel, shows an over-anxiety to reproduce too many 
of the details used by his predecessors. It can be observed 
that both in pose and treatment the Virgin has lost much of the 
graceful delicacy of Andrea’s conceptions and possesses none 
of the strong lines of Luca’s powerful compositions; but the 
kneeling figure of Gabriel is very beautiful, and his face shows 
the fine angel type, though of earthly beauty ; the hair ripples 
and curls with much charm, a mannerism very significant of 
this master and one which he seldom omits; the Renaissance 
detail decorating the face of the pilasters is closer and more 
complicated in design than that of his predecessors, indicating 
industry more than originality. 

At first Giovanni appears to have been content with the 
constant repetition of his fathers motives, details of which 
must have hung by the score round the workshops; but 
when a desire for novelties became apparent, in order to

introduced new colours in the enamels 
and crowded more details into his com- 
positions. This type can be seen in his 
important pictorial polychrome relief of

OF PERSIA AND CHINA 


FINE FRENCH AND ENGLISH FURNITURE 


HE evolution in the design of the 

Oriental carpet is a most fascinating 

study in its early phases, and it is not less 

alluring in its later developments. In 

the Persia of the fifteenth and sixteenth 

centuries there appear, as far as is 
revealed by existing specimens, to have been 
only about six distinct types of carpet design. 
Some of these were persisted in with but little 
or no change for a long period—in the case of 
the ‘‘ Armenian’ rugs, made in the moun- 
tainous and most inaccessible districts, the same 
design was woven for at least two centuries. 
In the seventeenth, eighteenth and nineteenth 
centuries almost every weaving district or town, 
with few exceptions, in Persia produced a 
distinct type of rug, which in many cases 
can be traced back to an original antique source. 
So with the weaving centres of Anatolia and 
the Caucasus, where classification is difficult in 
examples of no great age, because the features 
peculiar to two or three districts are sometimes 
seen in one carpet. 

A favourite style of rug in the past and 
present is the Feraghan. It, of all the Persian 
carpets, lends itself most suitably to modern 
European surroundings. The colour is generally 
rich and harmonious, the design well balanced 
and full of detail, while the tone is neither dull 
nor aggressive. Like all Oriental carpets it 
generally shows ancient and symbolic forms 
without change ; in fact, little in it is mean- 
ingless. A very fine specimen is illustrated 
here by courtesy of Mr. W. H. Haynes of 
Spring Street, Paddington. It possesses a most 
unusual feature, a red square in the centre 
on which is imposed a deep green lozenge 
containing an eight-rayed star device with 
another ornamental form at the four cardinal 
points. This star or cross is found in the fifteenth 
century Hispano-Moresque carpets and in

some types of ‘antique Oriental carpets, but 
its origin is earlier still. The field of the present 
rug is deep blue; upon this is an all-over 
pattern of the Herati device in rich quiet 
colouring, in harmony with the panel. The 
corners of the field are cut off by a wavy 
or water line edging with two bands on a 
cream ground with ornament. The main 
border band is light green and upon it 
are placed palmettes, rosettes, leaves and 
intricate interlacing stems. The outside and 
inside bands have a red ground in a simple 
and perfectly balanced harmony. This rug 


is 6ft. in length by 4ft. in width. Rugs of 


China or Samarcand abound in the collection, 
while there is one large silk carpet of marvel- 
lous sheen and quiet colours. Such examples 
are rare. Another woollen carpet of great 
interest is very small but full of interesting 
detail. Its ground is of peach red, in which is 
set in the middle a turquoise blue bird disposed 
in a circle, suggestive of a late form of the 
Chinese phoenix with the fungus of immortality, 
flanked by an incense-burner and covered vase 
on stands. Above and below are boxes with 
emblems, utensils and vases with growing

The end motifs are 
the highly conventional renderings of the 
sacred mountain of the Buddhists, “‘ Meru,” 
rising out of the sea, on which are jewels 
and other objects in gold, green and blue. 
These are found in the lower end of carpets 
used to encircle the columns of a temple. 
This pattern appears in two of these made 
probably in the eighteenth century, which are 
exhibited in the West Court, the Victoria and 
Albert Museum. ‘That may have been the 
use of the present example. 

Some fine English and French furniture 
will come up at Messrs. Sotheby’s sale on 
November oth and roth, which also includes 
porcelain and tapestry. Chief among the 
English furniture are these : a beautiful walnut 
side-table of Queen Anne’s time, its deep 
frieze taking a most unusual form, being a 
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the pair of mahogany torchéres, which, though 
very rarely met with, are familiar to us from 
the somewhat similar designs in Chippen- 
dale’s book and bear out his assertion that, if 
finely executed and gilt, they would have a 
very good effect. They are of tripod form, 
the base being of almost S-shaped scrolls 
exquisitely carved with acanthus foliage. 
Upon this is supported a very delicate and 
narrow lyre-shaped construction formed of 
three gracefully curving arms, whereon rests 
a pagoda roof or cover from which proceed 
three supports which sweep boldly outward 
at the top to uphold a tray. From the lowe:

THE PRINT COLLECTOR’S QUARTERLY 


HERE is no more exact nor exacting hobby than print 

collecting—under which generic title is comprised the 

collection of etchings, engravings, mezzotints, aquatints 

and lithographs. It is a hobby that almost frightens 

the layman, by reason of the scientific exactitude with 
which it is necessary to be equipped before the true importance 
of a specimen can be appreciated. Well may the gentleman in 
the design at the head of this section pore over the rare ‘“‘ state ”’ 
which doubtless he holds in his hands. But, on the other hand, 
there is surely no hobby that can give more various delight, 
more quiet satisfaction nor grounds for keener rivalry, once, like 
Mr. Arthur Whitby in “ Mary Rose” (I forget the name that 
Sir J. M. Barrie gave him), you happen to think yourself possessed 
of “the flair.” And even if you do not care for the state or 
impression of the print, and only buy it, like Charles Lamb, for 
the subject, what a legion of original masterpieces comes within 
range of the judicious purse. 

The Print Collector's Quarterly, which Mr. Campbell Dodgson 
edits and Messrs. J. M. Dent publish, is among the less known 
but most exclusive of periodicals. The sworn print collector can 
ill be without it, for every three months it deals authoritatively 
with four or five branches of his craft. But the layman, or, 
shall we say, the lay-brother—he who loves the Order of Print 
Collectors and loiters around the print shop, without being 
initiated into their mysteries—he also is provided for in these 
pages. The eminent authorities who alone contribute to the 
journal write around numerous illustrations, with the help of 
which lay brothers can gain instruction and unbounded pleasure. 
Take, for example, the engraving of ‘‘ The Blessed Virgin in a 
Chamber,’’ by the mysterious Master E. S. ; or the “* Prison,” by, 
not Piranesi, but G. F. Blondel, a rare and hitherto almost 
unknown mezzotinter of whom Mr. Dodgson himself. treats, 
in this quarter’s issue ; seeing the reproductions one is instantly 
impelled to read the letterpress, with consequent edification. I 
must confess to complete ignorance, formerly, of the works of the 
Master E. S.; but after reading Professor Max Geisberg’s essay 
1 feel that some knowledge at least has been imparted to me, and 
that hereafter early German engravings will have greater charm. 

This man, who worked between 1450 and 1467, is the leading 
figure in the second period of early German engraving—which 
is practically coeval with his career. The influence of the Van 
Eycks is immediately apparent even to the ignorant, in this plate. 
But more surprising is the connection between goldsmiths and 
engravers at this time. ‘It may be taken as proved,’’ says 
Professor Geisberg, “* that in the early period of German engraving, 
say, from 1440 till 1470, it was exclusively the goldsmiths who 
plied the engraver’s burin.’”’ Thus the attitude in which E. 5. 
viewed his work—namely, that it was simply the amplification of 
a design engraved upon metal, and not a painting executed 
under different and uncongenial conditions, brings this early 
work into close sympathy with our own time. In the gold- 
smiths’ engravings the three degrees of landscape (foreground, 
middle distance and distance), conventionally implied by painters, 
with green, brown and blue, and translated in their engravings 
into corresponding chiaroscuro, are absent. The goldsmith was 
far more interested in primarily making a design, an ornamental 
pattern, to which the setting was merely an opportunity fot 
bringing in those incidents that goldsmiths delight in—tlowers, 
little views, angels, buttresses, trees—all those subjects normally 
to be found in the knops and feet of chalices, monstrances, cups 
and the like. The only criticism that can be made as regards 
this article—and indeed it applies to the whole journal, but it is 
more apparent in this one—is that none of the illustrations is 
numbered. When Professor Geisberg refers to Plate 10”’ it 
is a nuisance to have to count up from the frontispiece. 

Two admirable little essays follow, on the Etchings of Cot- 
man, by A. E. Popham, and the Etchings and Lithographs of 
Camille Pissarro. Cotman did not begin to etch until 1810, but 
during the next few vears he produced a number of books, 
culminating in 1838 with a “‘ Liber Studiorum,” suggested by 


Turner’s book of the same name, in which Cotman used the 
medium of soft ground etching to the full to express those flat 
tones which, in his drawings, are so beautiful. The “ Liber 
Studiorum ”’ permits the artist in Cotman to work unimpeded 
by the antiquarian who, in his other etchings, often caused him 
to work mechanically, merely reproducing, albeit brilliantly, 
architectural features. 

M. Lodovic Rodo’s article on Pissarro’s etchings deals with 
productions—indulged in by the artist almost entirely for his 
own satisfaction—which are beginning to be discovered and 
sought after by collectors after a period of all but oblivion.

That such plates as ‘“‘ La Roche-Guyon,” “‘ Baigneuse prés d’un 
bois,”’ and the Market Place Series should literally have remained 
for vears in the cellars of the Louvre in an unopened bundle is a 
sign of how consistently the impressionists were ignored for the 
first fifty years. 
Of G. F. Blondel, the subject of Mr. Dodgson’s essay, practi- 
cally nothing is known. “‘ He had, it is true,’’ says Mr. Dodgson, 
‘a heavier touch and less skill of hand, but he possessed something 
of Piranesi’s feeling for space and power of suggesting mystery.” 
It is curious, by the way, to recall that Cotman also acknowledged 
his debt to Piranesi for works of, at first sight, a very different 
order. Blondel, son of the famous French architect of that name, 
worked in England during the sixties of the eighteenth century 
and produced ten plates, nine of them architectural and one a 
portrait.

Their reliability and running economy are attested by their owners and by the 
10,000 miles R.A.C. Road Trial. in which a distance exceeding that travelled by 
the average user in a year was covered in three weeks with a fuel consumption of 
24°64 m.p.g. and on the same set of tyres. 

Of each model in its own class—18 h.p. or 30 h.p.—we once again declare, “ You 
cannot buy a better car.”

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THE MOTOR SHOW 


HIS year’s Show is a much better 

affair than it was expected to 

be. Owing to the general high 

quality and satisfactory nature 

of 1922 cars it had been widely 
anticipated that few makers would intro- 
duce new models at this Show, but the 
anticipation has been entirely falsified 
by the event. In fact, there are probably 
more entirely new cars at the White City 
and Olympia this year than at any exhi- 
bition that has previously been held in 
the two buildings. 

This contradiction of a general antici- 
pation requires little explanation. On 
the whole, the only fault that the 1922 
motorist able to find with his 
car and with the motoring that it gave 
him has been that both were too expensive 
A general reduction in purchase and in 
maintenance costs was absolutely necessary 
if motormeg continue with the 
growth that it has displaved during the 
last few vears; and whereas a reduction 
in the price of existing cars would help 
very materially, if a new kind of car or, 
at Ieast, a new type could be introduced 
ot which the selling and mainienance costs 
were much lower than those of its prede- 
much the better. And_ this 
constitutes the keynote of almost every 
new model at the Show. With three 
exceptions, every new car that we have 
vet discovered is a smaller model in actual 
dimensions, in price and in maintenance 
costs than its predecessor emanating from 
the same factory, which in most 
however, it does not replace but merely 
supplements. 

The three exceptions are all intro- 
ductions of s/ightly larger cars by makers 
who have previously concentrated on the 
light and in two instances at 
least, the Calthorpe and the Enfield-Alday, 
the new introductions may be accurately 
described as economy cars, although they 
are a little larger and more expensive 
than the 1922 models. The third example 
is the 13.9 h.p. Albert, introduced by the 
Service Motor Company to supplement 
the well known 11.9 h.p. model, which is 
being retained, as are the two smaller 
models of the Calthorpe and Enfield- 
Allday. The Service Motor Company 
displays its recognition of a popular trend 
by the introduction of the Gwynne Eight, 
a “‘ miniature four ’’ car made in the same 
factory as the two Alberts—/.e., 
Gwynnes of Hammersmith. It is true that 
some of the new six-cylinder cars are larger 
than the fours from the same stable; but as 
they are a new type of car they hardly 
atiect the general truth of our assertion, and, 
moreover, they are all smaller six-cylinders 
than have been previously available. 
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NOTABLE VALUE-FOR-MONEY CARS. 


It is difficult to find fault with any 
of the cars at the Show on the score of 
price, but there are seven that may perhaps 
be singled out as remarkable value for 
money propositions among a host of cars, 
of all of which the value they offer for the 
purchase price is an important talking 
point for their salesmen. These are the 
two-four seater Trojan, with its two-cylinder 
water-cooled two-stroke engine and _ solid 
tyres, at 4175; the Gwynne Eight, just 
referred to, which, with a_ three-seater 
body and complete equipment, sells at 
198 guineas; the Jowett, with its flat 
twin water-cooled engine, which can now 
be bought for (220; the 11.9 h.p. Bean, 
which costs £335 for the two-seater and 
£345 for the four-seater, in spite of very 
considerable improvements in specifica- 
tion, such as the incorporation of a 
four-speed gear-box, and the retention 
of what has always been among the 
very best bodywork available on any 
medium-priced British car. The fifth car 
that occurs to us is the 15.9 h.p. Cubitt, 
which, with a four-speed gear-box, a roomy 
and elegant body, and its new cantilever 
rear springs and various other improve- 
ments, is now priced at only £360; the 
sixth is the 18 h.p. Armstrong Siddeley, 
of which the chassis price is £500; and 
the seventh the new Morris six-cyiinder, 
priced at £375 for the chassis. 


ECONOMICAL MOTORING. 


Economical motoring for 1923 is 
going to be a realisable ideal rather than 
the somewhat fantastic dream that it has 
been in the past. Not only has the cost 
of cars been reduced to a point at which 
it promises to remain constant for six or 
eight months at least, but the cost of 
incidentals has also fallen correspondingly. 
Almost every tyre manufacturer has 
reduced his prices; fuel has fallen owing 
to somewhat mysterious circumstances, on 
which we published some comments last 
week ; lubricating oil is following in its 
footsteps, and taxation alone will remain 
for 1923 on the same absurd basis that 
it has rested on during the last two vears. 
There is, however, a very reasonable hope 
that by 10924 taxation will have fallen 
into line with the general economy move- 
ment, and it is unfortunate that reasonable 
hopes of an earlier change cannot be held 
forth. 

BETTER CARS AND TYRES. 

Cars themselves are, in spite of their 
reduced costs, actually improving in all 
essential matters. Thus much greater 
power is obtainable from engines of given 
size than has previously been the case, 


and one aspect of this important fa 
is to be seen in the large number of sm: 
cars now available to the public, a: 
promising the most satisfactory servi 
in spite of their equipment with engin 
that a few years ago would have be 
justly regarded as too small to deser\ 
serious consideration. The British aut 
mobile designer is not falling into t! 
snare of developing his engines at t! 
expense of his chassis. Suspensions an 
steering especially are showing enormou 
improvement, and the comfort that depend 
in the ultimate on satisfactory suspensio 
is being adequately supplemented b 
improved bodywork. The pneumatic ty1 
has too long remained the bane of motoring 
and at last it would appear that there is 
a reasonable hope that its limitations 
are being overcome, for it is the regula 
thing nowadays to hear of a much greate: 
mileage from pneumatic tyres than was 
ever attained a few veats ago. 
THE PIONEERS OF IMPROVEMENT. 
The credit for these changes. cannot 
be laid at a single door, but it seems only 
fair to pay honour where it is due and to 
indicate those firms that were first in the 
field with a line of progress that has been 
extensively followed. Thus the 15.9 h.p 
Bentley has exercised an enormous 
influence on: the design and construction 
of all British high efficiency cars. Th 
Talbot and Talbot-Darracq miniature fours 
rated at 8 h.p. were the first modern cars 
of an increasingly popular class, while th« 
Rhode, a car with a somewhat simila: 
chassis specification, was the first to hav 
the two-four seater “‘ single shell’’ bod 
which is now being extensively adopted 
For the general improvement of body 
work, both as regards appearance an 
comfort, we may refer to cars like th 
Deemster, which is not at the Show, an 
the Bean among low-priced cars and th 
A.C. in the more expensive class. Th 
pioneer of the now almost universal pri 
vision of all-weather equipment in th 
form of side curtains to open touring cat 
is the Standard Motor Company < 
Coventry. For the pneumatic tyre im 
provement there is little doubt that 
large share of the credit lies with th 
Rapson Tyre and Jack Company, Limite« 
who have been so successful with thei 
pneumatic tyre running at lower pressur¢ 
than are usual, and by their success hav 
compelled other makers to follow in thei 


footsteps.

design towards the small car. It will be 
observed that practically all those men- 
tioned are introductions by old established 
makers, and one of the largest entirely 
new cars which superficially appears to 
be an exception to this rule is, perhaps, 
nothing of the sort, for the Aster 18 h.p. 
six-cylinder car is made by a firm that 
has for many years been supplying engines 
to the automobile industry. Besides those 
mentioned below, new cars will be found 
on the following stands, which are reviewed 
in subsequent pages—Austin, Crossley, 
Enfield-Allday, H. E., Swift and Vauxhall. 

The Angus-Sanderson 14 h.p. car was 
reviewed in our issue for September 30th, 
and the 8 h.p. miniature four car that we 
suggested, in the article referred to, would 
materialise is now announced, the price 
being £275. 

That very old firm Argvil/s of Glasgow 
introduce a 12 h.p. car with the single 
sleeve valve engine that has always been 
a characteristic of Argyll’s, the new 
model, which has a bore and stroke of 
68mm. by 103mm., selling at £495. 

British Ensign Motors are exhibiting, 
besides their 38.4 h.p. car with its magnetic 
transmission, an entirely new 11.9 h.p. 
model at £395. We recently had the plea- 
sure of inspecting one of these cars and 
were very much impressed by its general 
appearance and constructional details. As 
regards the former, tt can safely be described 
as one of the most attractive looking cars 
on the road. As regards the latter, its 
employment of a Meadows’ overhead valve 
four-cylinder engine (bore and _ stroke 
69mm. by 120mm.), designed throughout 
for maximum accessibility and constructed 
as a unit with the gear-box, gives a very 
comforting assurance. 

The Calthorpe Motor Company of 
Birmingham have a new 12-20 h.p. model 
priced at -410 guineas, either two or four 
seater, the development of which we, in 
common with others, have watched with 
interest for the last few months. The 
engine dimensions are 69mm. by ioomm. 
The car has a four-speed gear-box, and its 
bodywork and general equipment are of a 
distinctly high order. 

Very significant is the fact that, of the 
four models to be produced by the Clement- 
Lalbot Company during 1923, three are 
light cars, two being entirely new models : 
one a slightly larger version of the already 
well known Talbot 8 h.p., and the other a 
six-cylinder light car priced at = only 
1605 for the chassis and for the 
complete four-five seater. 

Crouch Motors of Coventry are intro- 
ducing a four-cylinder model, the general 
arrangement of the chassis and bodywork 
being similar to that of the previous two- 
The engine has a bore and stroke

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of 69mm. by t1oomm., giving an R.A.C. 
rating of 11.9 h.p. The prices are £350 
for the four-seater, and the two-seater, with 
double dicky, £335. 

The Daimler range for 1923 has been 
previously announced in these pages, com- 
prising, as it does, six-cylinder cars from 
12 h.p. to 45 h.p., and a four-cylinder of 
20 h.p. 

Messrs. Humber, Limited, of Coventry, 
besides adopting an entirely new power 
unit for the well known 11.4 h.p. and 
15.9 h.p. cars, are producing an entirely 
new miniature four of 8 h.p. which sells 
at about £275. 

Palladium A utocars, Limited, of Putney 
are introducing a larger model for 1923, 
the power unit being a _ four-cylinder 
Meadows with a bore and stroke of 69mm. 
by 120mm., which is described in the case 
of the Palladium car as a 15 h.p., although 
the R.A.C. rating is, of course, only 11.9 h.p. 
The gear-box gives four speeds and reverse, 
and there are several detail improvements 
embodied in the chassis over the present 
12 h.p. model which, as far as one can 
gather, will also continue as a standard 
item for 1923. 

The Singer Company of Coventry 
absorbed the Coventry Premier Company 
some time ago, and as a result the two- 
cylinder Coventry Premier is now being 
discarded and is being replaced by a car 
of the four-cylinder type which sells at 
the very low price of 230 guineas with 
either two or four seater body. 

Messrs. Strakey-Squire of Edmonton 
have an entirely new 10-12 h.p. model 
which is built up to a performance rather 
than down to a price, which is £450 for 
the four-seater. 

A very significant development is to 
be found in the fact that several motor 
cycle makers are introducing small cars 
for next year, among them being the 
Triumph Company of Coventry, Messrs. 
Components of Birmingham (makers of the 
Ariel cycles and motor cycles, the car also 
being known as the Ariel), Messrs. A. J. 
Stevens of Wolverhampton (makers of the 
A.J.S. motor cycle), and the Clyno Engineer- 
ing Company, also of Wolverhampton. 
The Ariel and the Clyno are both at the 
Show, but the other two are not yet ready. 

A revival of one of the original pioneers 
of the light car movement is seen in the 
introduction of two models of Turner 
cars, of which the engine dimensions 
of the smaller are 69mm. by toomm., 
and those of the larger 76mm. by 127mm., 
the smaller car being priced at £357 and 
the larger at £550 with four-seater bodies 
in both cases. In the very early days 
of the motor industry the Turner Car 
Company, Limited, of Wolverhampton 
were making the Turner Miesse steam car; 
in 1909 they turned over to a_ four- 
cylinder petrol car which was_ not 
manufactured after the beginning of the 
war but which in its early days was 
very much in advance of the average 
small car in design. 

NEW SIX-CYLINDER CARS. 

An interesting sign of the times is 
the comparatively large number of six- 
cylinder cars that are being introduced. 
A few years ago the six-cylinder engine 
was regarded as a power unit suitable only 
for large and expensive vehicles; but at 
the 1921 Show the six-cylinder Singer and 
A. C. demonstrated that the six-cylinder car 
need not necessarily be a big one, nor an 
extravagantly priced one. The 18 h.p. 
Armstrong Siddeley is declared by its 
makers now to cost less than its pre-war 
equivalent. The recently announced 20 h.p. 
Rolls-Royce is, perhaps, not altogether 
citable in connection with our present 
point, but it is interesting if only as 
emanating from a firm who have for so 
long specialised on a high-powered car. 

A few weeks ago we had the pleasure 
of inspecting one of the prettiest small cars 
that we have ever seen, whether its pretti- 
ness be judged from the standpoint of its 
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general appearance, or from its mechani 
lay-out. Known as the Bora, this car is n 
yet anywhere near the commercial man 
facturing stage, being simply the produ 
tion of an enthusiast, who, as far as 
could gather, could be fairly described 
an amateur designer and maker. 1 
Boorer, for such is his name, told us th 
he thought his car could be made co 
mercially and sold at £600, and when it 
stated that the car is fitted with froi. 
wheel brakes, and in racing trim is capal 
of lapping Brooklands at over 90 m.p.h., 
will be realised that the Bora should he 
assured of a very useful market. This c 
is not at the Show. 

Cars like the A. C., Singer, Talbot and 
the smaller Armstrong Siddeley demon- 
strate that the six-cylinder need not neces- 
sarily be a highly expensive power unit, 
for all these chassis are priced at well 
under £600, and there are many new 
Daimler and B.S. 4. models of equal interest, 
while the entirely new 18 h.p. Aster is 
another citable example. 

One of the first small and moderately 
priced six-cylinder cars to be announced 
was the Morris, emanating from the famous 
and successful light car makers at Cowley, 
Oxon. For 1923 this car, of which the 
engine is rated at 18 h.p., is to be put into 
production at the remarkably low price of 
£375 for the chassis, or complete with 
cabriolet body at £575, truly a value-for- 
money proposition on which comment is 
not merely superfluous, but impossible. 
The engine dimensions are 695mm. by 
102mm. giving an R.A.C. rating of 17°8 h.p. ; 
the gear-box gives three speeds and reverse, 
and suspension is by semi-elliptic sprinys 
all round. 

The Star Engineering Co., Limited, of 
Wolverhampton are also entering tl! 
small six-cylinder car field with an entirely 
new production, having the popular engine 
dimensions of 69mm. by 130mm., and 
Treasury rating of 17.7 h.p. 

Two new six-cylinder cars of mo 
than ordinary technical interest emana 
from the Alsatian Mathis factory, tl 
products of which have long been w¢« 
known in Great Britain.

The reduction which makes this car such 
notable value has been effected entirely by 
economy in bodywork, the chassis being 
identical to that of which we described the 
road performance. As a de luxe model 
complete with all-weather equipment the 
car is priced at £380 for the two-seater and 
£395 for the four-seater. 

Briefly, the specification embraces a 
four-cylinder monobloc engine measuring 
68mm. by 103mm., a detachable head and 
overhead valves operated by push rods. The 
gear-box gives four forward speeds and re- 
verse, has central control and incorporates 
the drive for the speedometer. Final drive 
in the fully floating rear axle is by spiral 
bevel; suspension is by semi-elliptics in 
front and cantilevers in the rear, with a 
tyre size of 760mm. by 90mm., a wheel-base 
of oft. ins. and a track of 4ft. rin.

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SHOOTING NOTES 


SHOOTING IN PUBLIC. 


N the occasion of a recent visit to some gun dog 
trials I was amazed, in common with the rest c the 
spectators, at the appalling inability of the car. ‘ully 
chosen guns to bring down even a novice’s propc <ion 
of the birds which were so plentifully sent ove the 

line to form material for the retrieving tests. Time after ime 
a wave of contempt ran through the groups of spectators, nq 
no doubt helped towards the further rattling of the gun >rs’ 
nerves. They simply could not get on to their birds— ite 
notable shots, when they did break the monotony, scoring »ut 
a succession of second barrels. There would be nothing © 5re 
interesting in the psychology of shooting than to have from ch 
an intimate analysis of his feelings and experiences. The art 
is wholly one of giving free play to the subconscious facu: ies, 
for the better a man shoots the less he knows how it is © ne. 
Under the conditions presented we have an unwieldy firing ine 
straggling across a field of roots—dogs, judges, handlers, ys 
bearing number banners, and perhaps not least in evide ice, 
the snapshot artist securing pictures for the papers. The ine 
is in a chronic state of halt, watching the futile efforts of s me 
really fine retriever to discover a bird which in the ordi: ary 
course would be marked down and gathered, as the line advar ces, 
without canine assistance. At some promenading moment up 
lumbers a pheasant, flying in the manner beloved by the farmer, 
but hardly presenting the class of problem in which the shot at 
driven game excels. Partridges get up wild, driven forward 
by unaccustomed committee meetings held in their sanctuary— 
to shoot or not to shoot being a hard question to decide. Intervals 
of true driving found the guns with nerves in too shattered a 
condition to show their true capabilities, the birds brought 
down often leaving a cloud of feathers in the air to prove that 
the usual forward hold was being omitted. Truly, the field 
trial gun should first undergo a course of training on the music- 
hall stage. 


AN AUDIENCE STIMULATES OR DISTRACTS. 


A short while back I listened patiently while a gunman 
at one of these trials recited the marvellous shots with which 
he charmed and amazed his really critical audience. No matter 
how birds might twist and twirl in the air, they merely provided 
him with fresh material for spectacular triumphs. Patiently 
I listened, comparing the descriptions with similar happenings 
stored in the recesses of a fairly retentive memory, yet never 
fully appreciating the difference between doing these things 
when they are wanted and in the seclusion of a private shoot 
where even a single uninvited onlooker spreads a sense of un- 
easiness. One such man, a rabbit guest of one of the farmers, 
stood in turn behind each of the party, his expression of face 
showing how he regarded these wasters of fine opportunities. 
Each victim in turn went promptly to pieces, all because they 
tried to be unaware of the strange presence. Resolving on a 
different policy when my own turn came, I greeted his advances 
with a welcoming mien, and soon drew inspiration from his 
evident keenness in seeing a thing well done. In a few moments 
he had become my loader, and in a really hot corner remedied 
from his own pocket the deficiencies of my own cartridge bag. 
As a matter of course I solicited a brace of birds for him to take 
home, my host, in a demurring tone saying, “‘ Yes, give him a 
brace and tell him not to come again.’’ On another occasio: a 
youth, properly invited, left the guest to whom he was attac! ed 
and took his station behind the said host, yet funnily eno: sh 
this was the only occasion in three years of regular sport t it 
the said host shot with scintillating brilliancy. The drug wh ch 
incites to high effort must evidently be exactly right as rega '‘s 
the measure of dose, excess numbing the faculties and redu- 3 
its victim to a state of hopeless imbecility.

THE ART OF DRINKING 
WINE 


ROM an admirable little book written by Mr. W. J. " 5dq 

and published by Jonathan Cape* it may be interestin to 

examine and admire the views of this expert in regar to 

drinking. The difference is between “ gulping it down” ind 

exploring al! the virtues of a wine as they appeal to other s. »ses 

as well as to the palate. Many have been astonished to ind 
that they could not distinguish the difference between port and s) try 
if they had to drink them with closed eyes. The cool dark ti. - of 
burgundy seems almost a part of its flavour, so is the glea of 
some of the rarer white wines. In addition to its taste, every od 
wine has that indefinable thing—an aroma, or bouquet—vy jch 
seems to need all the senses for its full appreciation. Age § 4 
qualification, but it is not everything. Wines of great alcc lic 
strength like port and sherry will thrive for eighty or ninety or — >re 
years. A good burgundy need not be too old at forty, nor a clar © at 
fifty. There are these and other statements of Mr. Todd with w ich 
one agrees to a point. A port ninety years old is often a dark mv idy 
substance that has nothing but its age to recommend it. Claret one 
has drunk at seventy years of age and found it perfect. Champ ene 
is at its best from twelve to fifteen years, and will require longer © an 
that if bottled in a magnum. When the question of age has ‘cen 
settled, the wine drinker should try to understand the nature of hat 
he quaffs. Claret will not keep sound for more than a few hours «nd, 
therefore, should be drunk when opened; while it is maturing jn 
bottle it should be kept at a temperature of 60° Fahr. Excessive heating 
of red wine is prejudicial to its bouquet. ‘The temperature of the room 
is the right temperature at which to drink it. At a formal dinner 
where there are several wines it is served with the entrées or roast, 

Mr. W. J. Todd, quoting Professor Saintsbury, says : ‘‘ If Burgundy 
is the king, then Claret is the queen of wines,” and he goes on to quote 
André L. Simon: ‘“ Burgundy is the most fragrant of all red wines, 
is equally pleasing to the eye and to the nose ; it possesses a fine clear 
dark-red colour which no mixture of grape-juice, spirit and sugar 
can ever approach. Burgundy fulfils on the palate the promises held 
out by its fine colour and charming bouquet.” 

When we come to the white wines, chablis stands very high. 
Browning is answerable for the line “‘ Half a loaf and a bottle of chablis,” 
and, indeed, the two go as well together as white wines with oysters. 
Many people, of course, think that champagne is the best of all, and 
much might be said in their support provided the condition were 
attached that it is a wine for great days—not for daily consumption. 
It is the best of all wines for removing fatigue. 

Now we pass from the wines of France to those of Spain and 
Portugal, beginning with sherry. Good sherry, says our instructor, 
has a well developed bouquet and aroma, a fine and delicate taste with 
varying degree of alcoholicity according to type and age. Very old 
sherries reach eventually a good strength. Sherry is popular as an 
apéritif, though it is also prescribed by Spanish physicians when we 
should prescribe brandy. It is said that it is the only wine of which 
one can drink while smoking without losing some of its savour. Of 
sherry alone it is said ‘‘ It improves in the decanter.’’ It maintains 
its excellence unimpaired for many days. Malaga is a sweet and 
delicate wine grown on the hills round the town of this name. 

Vintage port must come from the Douro. You should buy 
your vintage port in cask and keep it for two years in the cellar. 
It is greatly to the advantage of the wine that it should be laid 
down in a private cellar and left undisturbed to sleep and mature 
at the same time. In decanting it the decanter should be dried and 
cleaned. If it is not dry, rinse it out with a very little of the wine. 
Bottles should not be shaken even when the cork is withdrawn. If 
wine is received from the merchant for immediate use it should be 
stood upright for twenty-four hours in the dining-room, to enabie it 
to acquire the temperature of the room. In hot weather madcir. is 
a delightful alternative to port, and at any time it is, as our mentor 
says, “ the exquisitely fit accompaniment of turtle soup.”” The demand 
for it had been on the decrease till the war began, and then it came into 
its old popularity again. 

Of Italian wines the best is chianti, from the vineyards of Tusc.-1y. 


Asti spumante, called the Champagne of Piedmont, has been very 1 ‘ch 
improved in manufacture since the time when Dr. Saintsbury bai ed 
it. Marsala used to be the common drink at bars in the City of Lor on 
late in the eighteenth and early in the nineteenth centuries. ‘|. en 
its use fell off until the war, when it became once more a popular \ Ee, 
and deserves to be so. ’ 

Mr. Todd is a little gingerly in “‘ testifying to the fine quali: of 


many of the German pre-war wines—in particular to the Joha: s- 
berger.”” It would not be a bad plan at all to take a quantity of Ger in 
hock in payment of war debts. In another connection our au or 
quotes the apt epigram ‘“‘ Patriotism adds no bouquet.” In Aus‘ iia 
a great deal of scientific attention has been given to the import ce 
of the native wine, namely, burgundy. The best of the burgun ¢s 
come from France, where the traditions and lore of generations re 
been used to perfect the wines. Into competition with these Austi: in 
burgundy and African burgundy do not enter, but they are most exce. nt 
beverage wines—sound, digestible and appetising. They shouk »¢ 
taken rather as light luncheon wines than as dinner burgundies. 

One cannot conclude this little article better than by quc ‘8 
a passage from the celebrated speech made by Dr. Mathieu du 1g 
the Paris “ Wine Week.”’ It gives the very poetry of drinking: “ 
glass. should never be much more than half full, and the connois' 
will begin by tilting it gently, so that his eye may enjoy the var) 1g 
beauty of its colour as its depth above the glass changes. Then, \ ‘A 
the glass steady, he will inhale the bouquet of the wine through 's 
nose, and the appreciative powers of the sense of smell shoulc »¢ 
assisted by an artifice which will be less effective if the wine has beon 
decanted. The base of the glass should be held between the thu 1b 
and the first finger, and a rotatory movement of gradually increas °g 
speed given to the liquid. This movement assists the vaporisation of 
all the volatile principles in the wine and brings a larger surface ©! 
it in contact with the air.
